“The real enemy of religion today is 
not creeds but secularism. For secularism, 
during a few recent centuries when no- 
body was looking, secured % practical 
monopoly of man’s greatest gift and 
most powerful tool, his reason. But while 
reason has pretty well demonstrated its 
incapacity to rule the world without 
religion, it has not yet been realized that 
religion is also helpless without reason. 
Without reason, religion becomes mere 
philanthropy, a fine thing but notoriously 
in thrall to economics. If religion is of 
the first importance, theology is still the 
most important use to which reason can 
be put. 

“Nine hundred years ago, there was an 
Archbishop of Canterbury named Anselm 
who said, ‘Just as the right order of 
going requires that we should believe the 
deep things of God before we presume 
to discuss them by reason, so it seems to 
me negligence if, after we have been 
confirmed in the faith, we do not study 
to understand what we believe.’ Not 
good will alone, but hard thought and 
creative theology will some day end the 
scandal of divided Christendom. Instead 
of new public monuments to an unknown 
God, we need to know God better and 
to understand why we worship Him at 
all.”

More than two hundred years old are 
these utterances from Archbishop Leigh- 
ton (A Commentary on the First Epistle 


of Peter): 
An “Tt is no wonder that the 
Old-time godly are by some called 
Editorial singular and precise; they 
are so, singular, a few 


selected ones, picked out by God’s own 
hand for Himself. ‘Know that the Lord 
hath set apart him that is godly for him- 
self? (Ps. 4:3). ‘Therefore,’ saith our 
Saviour, ‘the world hates you, because 
I have chosen you out of the world.’ For 
the world lies in unholiness and wicked- 
ness, is buried in it; and as living men 
can have no pleasure among the dead, 
neither can these elected ones amongst 
the ungodly; they walk in the world as 
warily as a man or woman neatly 
appareled would do amongst a multitude 
that are all sullied and bemired.... 
“It is their great grief here, not that 
they themselves are hated and vilified, 
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but that their Lord Jesus is so little 
known, and therefore so much despised 
in the world. He is veiled and hid from 
the world. Many nations acknowledge 
Him not at all; and many of those that 
do in word confess, yet in deed deny 
Him 


Many that have a form of godli- 
ness, do not only want, but mock and 
scoff at the power of it; and to such 
Christ is not known; His excellences are 
hid from their eyes. Now, this glory of 
their Lord being precious to those that 
love Him, they rejoice much in the con- 
sideration of this, that there is a day at 
hand, wherein He shall appear in His 
brightness and full of glory to all nations, 
and all shall be forced to acknowledge 
Him; it shall be without doubt and un- 
questioned to all, that He is the Messiah, 
the Redeemer, the Judge of the world. 

“And as it is the day of His revelation, 
it is also the revelation of all the adopted 
sons of God in Him (see Rom. 8:19). 
They are now accounted the refuse of the 
world, exposed to all kinds of contempt; 
but then the beams of Christ’s glory shall 
beautify them, and they shall be known 
for His (see I John 3:2; Col. 3:4).”

How terrible to have a child 
lost! But how unspeakably awful to know 
children and others are eternally lost! 

The coldness would be gone from our 
hearts and the indifference would vanish 
from our Christian service if we only 
briefly had some genuine realization of 
human lostness. 

May God enlarge our sympathies 
toward all in distress. May He save us 
from ever being blind to the physical 
needs of our fellowmen. And may He 
solemnize our hearts and quicken our 
efforts on behalf of those who are lost 
in sin.

Dr. Herbert Mackenzie, and the church 
in Cleveland, Ohio, with which he was 
affiliated for about thirty-five years, have 

been well known in our land, 
Dr. as well as abroad, as a mis- 
Herkert sionary pastor and church. 
Mackenzie Seventy-seven years ago, 

our brother was born in a 
humble home in London, Eng. At the 
early age of ten he was given a school 
scholarship in recognition of his ability 
as a student. In 1891, he was over- 
whelmed with great conviction of sin 
and the need of the Lord Jesus as his 
Saviour. After he accepted Christ as his 
Saviour and Lord, he immediately became 
a@ preacher of the gospel of God’s grace 
and went to work as an open-air preacher. 

Soon after his conversion, Dr. Mac- 
kenzie’s family moved to Toronto, Ont. 
It was here that he first met Pastor 
P. W. Philpot, who was instrumental in 
securing the first pastorate for Dr. 
Mackenzie in the city of Hamilton. After 
two years he was called to become pastor 
of the Christian Workers Church in 
London, Ont., where he remained for 
about eleven years. 

These early years were grooming him 
for a monumental life’s work in Cleve- 
land and the Erieside Bible Conference. 
During his long pastorate in Cleveland, 
fourteen missionaries went to various 
parts of the world, including one worker 
among the Jews of Chicago. Nearly a 
quarter of a million dollars were con- 
tributed for missionary purposes as this 
man with a missionary vision labored 
in his church. 

Shortly after coming to Cleveland, Dr. 
Mackenzie founded the Erieside Bible 
Conference, which is now in its thirty- 
seventh year. 

In 1929, Wheaton (Ill.) College honored 
Pastor Mackenzie with a doctor of 
divinity degree. For a number of years 
he was a member of the faculty of Dallas 
(Tex.) Theological Seminary. 

While Dr. Mackenzie’s main work in 
Cleveland never became large, yet his 
work extended beyond the confines of its 
local congregation, inasmuch as the 
Gospel Church became the parent insti- 
tution of the Hayden Avenue Gospel 
Church and the Erieside Gospel Church, 
about fifteen miles east of Cleveland. 

“He being dead yet speaketh” through 
the works that still abide which the Holy 
Spirit accomplished through him. He 
went to be with the Lord on May 4 after 
a week’s illness. “Blessed are the dead 
which die in the Lord .. . and their 
works do follow them.” 

Dr. Mackenzie is survived by his wife, 
a missionary sister, Mrs. Esther Van- 
Rossum, of London, Eng., and an elder 
brother, Rev. G. A. Mackenzie, of London, 
Ont.—C.A.O.

HE SONG OF THE REDEEMED, lifted by 

the voices of innumerable multi- 

tudes in the presence of the Lamb, 

is stilled! The seraphim who call 

to one another above the throne 
of glory, “Holy, holy, holy, Lord God of 
hosts,” stand with wing-covered faces in 
silence. The angels, the four and twenty 
elders, the four living creatures, and all 
that move in heaven wait in quietness. 
It is as though the Almighty God has 
hushed the throne room of His eternal 
abode and is listening intently. 

In the silence an angel approaches the 
golden altar, carrying a golden censer, 
and offers incense upon the altar togeth- 
er with the prayers of the saints, God’s 
people. The smoke of the incense ascends 
before God; then the angel, having filled 
the censer with fire from off the altar, 
casts it upon the earth, and there are 
“voices, and thunderings, and lightnings, 
and an earthquake.” 

The interpretation of this dramatic 
passage and the exact meaning of its 
symbols will richly reward the serious 
student of Scripture. I would like, how- 
ever, to take the liberty of viewing it as 
a parable on the power of prayer, a 
vivid and stirring picture of the terrific 
energy released from heaven when the 
prayers of God’s people ascend like the 
smoke of incense before the throne of 
Omnipotence. 

Fire is cast on earth—fire, a cataclys- 
mic, earth-convulsing element. Through 
the Lord Jesus Christ the believer not 
only has access to the ear of God, but he 
may also move the mighty arm of the 
Lord and scatter the redeeming fire of 
the Holy Ghost among men. 


Cait OUR DAY DEMANDS 
DRASTIC MEASURES, nothing less than spir- 
itual thunderings, lightnings, and earth- 
quakes. The Church as she is now con- 
stituted is helpless to check the fearful 
onslaught of evil raging all about. We 
cannot expect a small or local advance in 
the gospel to deliver this generation from 


essage delivered at Founder’s Week Conference, 
Chicago, February, 1945. 
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the barbarism and sheer naked godless- 
ness which are engulfing whole conti- 
nents. Either our Lord must return, or 
there must be poured out from on high 
a revival of such magnitude and intensity 
that it will shake this world to its foun- 
dations. 

The feebleness of our impact upon so- 
ciety as Christians is tragically apparent. 
For example, the field of scholarship is 
essentially agnostic and non-Christian. 
High schools, colleges and universities 
are almost universally indifferent to 
Christian concepts and, in many in- 
stances, openly hostile to revealed re- 
ligion. 

Most of our educational institutions 
were founded and fostered by the Church. 
For years the foremost educators of our 
land were men of positive Christian con- 
victions, who passed on their faith to 
their students. Today we have lost the 
citadel of education to the enemy of un- 
belief and are rearing a generation of 
highly trained pagans. 

Industry is also a dynamic force in 
America, determining the nature of our 
social structure and setting the pace of 
our economic life. Yet industry is no- 
toriously secular and irreligious. As the 
influence of labor and production grows 
in the United States, it is increasingly 
imperative that the voice of Jesus Christ 
be heard in these areas. But alas, such 
is not the case! 

The professional classes are rapidly 
moving outside the circle of Christian 
influence. In the last generation the 
strength of most congregations rested on 
its Christian doctors, lawyers and busi- 
nessmen. Usually professional men were 
the pillars of the church. They consti- 
tuted the backbone of the men’s Bible 
class and brotherhood. But now if one 
asks any doctor or lawyer how many 
born-again Christians he knows in his 
professional group, the negative answer 
will be appalling. Thus it seems to me 
that a realistic appraisal of Christianity 
in America today must lead to the ad- 
mission that it is no longer a major force 
in the surging current of contemporary 
life.

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Wax WE TURN TO THE WORLD 
PICTURE it takes a stout heart, indeed, to 
face the facts without flinching. It seems 
as though this war has wrenched off the 
lid of hell and a demoniac power beyond 
the control of men is pouring out of the 
depths of the abyss. Who is strong 
enough, wise enough, or good enough to 
solve the problem? Who can tame this 
half-mad, tortured humanity, cutting it- 
self and crying among the tombs? Who 
can cast out its demons and clothe it in 
its right mind? No one but the Lord 
Jesus Christ. 

Let us frankly acknowledge both our 
impotence and unbelief. Plans, programs 
and promotional meetings all have their 
place in the Church, but they are not 
sufficient to meet this crisis. The clank- 
ing of machinery and the whirring of 
wheels are not enough. Feverish activity 
and zealous labor are not enough. Even 
the preaching of the gospel, however 
faithfully and earnestly the truth is pro- 
claimed, is not enough. There must be 
fire—holy fire—poured out from on high. 
The flaming Spirit of God must kindle 
the whole and burn through the body 
of the Church with divine dynamic. 

This is not only imperative, but it is 
actually possible through the medium of 
prayer. If we Believe anything at all con- 
cerning the power of our Lord Jesus 
Christ and the reliability of His promises, 
then we must believe that he is “able to

P. EACE LIKE A RIVER! What a suggestive theme! 

The expression is used twice in the book of Isaiah. God says 
that if Israel had “hearkened to my commandments,” they 
would have had “peace as a river”; and a grand and gracious 
prophecy of Israel’s future state is suggested by, “I will extend 
peace to her like a river” (Isa. 48:18; 66:12). 

First of all, rivers are fed from a higher source, “as the rain 
cometh down, and the snow from heaven” (Isa. 55:10). God 
alone is the fountainhead of our peace. Man’s awful state be- 
cause of sin is pictured in the murky waves of a turbulent sea, 
whipped into foam and roaring billows by the elements (Isa. 
57:20). 

God alone can bring real peace to a troubled human heart. 
He “made peace through the blood of his cross” (Col. 1:20). 
“The chastisement of our peace was upon him” (Isa. 53:5). He 
paid the penalty that alone could procure our peace! “He is our 
peace” (Eph. 2:14). 

Secondly, rivers usually follow an established course. It was 
Job who said, “He cutteth out rivers among the rocks” (28:10). 
God’s peace is the portion of those that live in the heart of the 
will of God. How could it be otherwise? No wonder God said 
to Israel, “O that thou hadst hearkened to my commandments! 
Then had thy peace been as a river, and thy righteousness as 
the waves of the sea” (Isa. 48:18). 

David expresses the same truth: “Great peace have they that 
love thy law: and nothing shall offend them” (Ps. 119:165). 

The great English statesman, Gladstone, had on the wall of 
his bedroom for more than forty years the text, “Thou wilt keep 
him in perfect peace, whose mind is stayed on thee” (Isa. 26:3). 
With this precious truth he began and also ended his day. 

Dwight L. Moody used to say that as a lad he would race 
with his shadow, but he could never outrun it. When he turned 
his face toward the sun, however, his shadow was left behind. 
It is only by looking unto Jesus that the disturbing shadows 
are left behind. 

Thirdly, rivers carry burdens upon their bosoms. What pre- 
cious cargoes of unspeakable blessings have come to our hearts 
on the river of God’s peace! It was when the deepening shadows 
of Gethsemane and Calvary were beginning to crowd menac- 
ingly close, and Peter was to deny Him, Judas Iscariot was to 
betray Him, the otherr were to be scattered, and He was to be 
put to death, that the Lord said, “Let not your heart be troubled: 
ye believe in God, believe also in me... Peace I leave with you, 
my peace I give unto you” (John 14:1, 27). 

The apostle Paul, imprisoned in a dirty and vermin-filled 
dungeon in Rome, exults, “Be careful for nothing; but in every- 
thing by prayer and supplication with thanksgiving let your 
requests be made known unto God. And the peace of God, 
which passeth all understanding, shall keep your hearts and 
minds through Christ Jesus” (Phil. 4:6, 7). 

In the fourth instance, rivers enrich along the way of their 
course. The “blessed man” is like a tree “planted by the rivers 
of water” (Ps. 1:3). The Nile River [Continued on page 609]

NE OF THE MOST ENTRANCING SUB- 

JECTS, aS well as highly educa- 

tive, is that of history. Not the 

dull, dry narration of facts 

loosely strung together, but 

the recital of the hopes and fears, the 

strivings and struggles, the attempts and 

achievements of mankind all down the 
ages. 

Whether reckoned as prose or poetry, 
the beginnings of life could not be more 
graphically described than is found in 
the sublime statement, “In the beginning 
God.” There are traditions in which are 
found glimmerings and suggestions of 
those things that are stated clearly and 
convincingly in the book of Genesis. 

The saying of Emerson, “There is prop- 
erly no history, only biography,” is

abundantly verified as we appreciate and 
apprehend the fact that history is but 
the record of human life and activity. 
The panorama of humanity, from the 
dim dark past to the light and hope of 
the days that shall be, is full of dramatic 
interest. 

The materialist, as he gazes retrospec- 
tively along the way by which man has 
come, and as he looks on the world of 
today, is oppressed by the awfulness of 
blind, relentless law. With him every- 
thing must be explained in terms of 
nature, and by that is meant, his under- 
standing of it; to him there is no mind, 
causative or continuous, directing the 
processes of created things. While mate- 
rialism may not be truly called immoral, 
it certainly is non-moral, as it denies 
moral freedom, and it provides no basis 
for moral distinctions. ¢ 


There is a much more satisfactory an- 
swer as to the reason of things than that 
supplied by the materialist, and that an- 
swer is summed up in these words, “his- 
tory-—His story.” 


‘in CLAIM MADE BY THE CHRIS- 
TIAN is a far-reaching one. It is asserted 
that history is but the unfolding of a 
divine purpose, and that the “whole cre- 
ation groaneth and travaileth in pain to- 
gether until now.” “For the earnest ex- 
pectation of the creation waiteth for the 
manifestation of the sons of God” (Rom. 
8:19, 22). Such a claim is tremendous, 
and if it can be substantiated, should 
convince the minds of those who hitherto 
have refused to accept the fact of the 
moral order of the universe. 

All down the ages there has been the 
prevalence of religious beliefs. “We may 
travel the world, and find cities without 
walls, letters, kings, wealth, coin, schools 
and theaters; but a city without a temple, 
worship, or prayers, no one ever saw” 
(Plutarch). 

“This may be further brought as an 
irrefragable argument for us to believe 
that there are gods, that there never was 
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any nation so barbarous, nor any people 
in the world so savage, as to be without 
some notion of gods, for that is the 
nature or ordinary consequence of bad 
customs, yet all aliow that there is a cer- 
tain divine nature or energy. Nor does 
this proceed from the conversation of 
men or the agreement of philosophy; it 
is not an opinion established by institu- 
tions or by laws; but no doubt in every 
case the consent of all nations is to be 
looked on as a law of nature” (Cicero). 

According to Dr. James Legge, the 
Chinese were monotheists until their 
monotheism was in danger of corruption 
by nature worship and_ divination. 
Buddhism, recoiling from the supersti- 
tions of Brahmanism, developed some- 
what inconsistently into a great system 
of idolatry. But even that seems to prove 
the fact that no system without a God, 
or gods, could long resist the hunger of 
the human spirit for an object of wor- 
ship. 

What Augustine stated is true, “Thou 
hast made us for Thyself, and our hearts 
are restless till they find their’ rest in 
Thee.” 


j ARE THOSE WHO CONTEND 
for a naturalistic interpretation of all the 
religious developments of the great hu- 
man family. They predicate that origi- 
nally man was an atheist, and then 
advanced to fetishism, or a worship of 
material objects; and from fetishism he 
gradually advanced to polytheism, the 
worship of gods many; and from polythe- 
ism man advanced to pantheism and 
monotheism. 

But the testimony of history is alto- 
gether against this. Hear Professor Max 
Miiller: “Nature worship, tree worship, 
serpent worship, ancestor worship, god 
worship, hero worship, and fetishism are 
all parts of religion, but none of these by 
itself can explain the origin and growth 
of religion, which comprehends all these 
and many more elements in the various 
phases of its growth. Let any one who 
thinks that all religion begins with 
fetishism, all worship with ancestor wor- 
ship, or that the whole of mythology 
everywhere can be explained in a disease 
of language, try his hand on this short 
account of the beliefs and traditions of 
Mangaia. The more we go back, the more 
we examine the earliest germs of every 
religion, the purer, I believe, we shall 
find the germs of every religion.” 

Again, Sir William Dawson: “Recent 
facts with reference to primitive man 
show that his religious beliefs were simi- 
lar to those referred to in Scripture. The 
whole of the long isolated tribes of 
America held to a primitive monotheism, 
or belief in a Great Spirit, who was not 
only the Creator and Ruler of the heaven 
and the ¢ rth, but had the control of 
countless inferior spirits—manitous, or 
ministering angels. They also believed in 
an immortality and a judgment of all 
men beyond the grave. No one who 
studies these beliefs of the American 
tribes can fail to recognize in them the 
remnants of the same primitive theology 
which we have in the patriarchal age of 
the Bible, and more or less in the reli- 
gions of all ancient peoples of whom we 
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have any historical records.” 


hes MYTHOLOGY AND LITERA- 
TURE of all ages show how universally and 
how deeply the idea of conscience, and 
with it retribution, possesses the hearts 
of men. 

Professor Blackie writes regarding the 
ancient Greek religions: “The wild and 
wanton ebullitions of human passion, 
over which a Bacchus, a Venus, and a 
Mars preside, are not free from the con- 
stant control of a righteous Jove, and the 
sacred terror of a retributive Erinnys. 
The great lesson of a moral government, 
and a secret order of justice pervading 
the apparent confusion of the system of 
things of which we are a part, is suffi- 
ciently obvious in the whole structure of 
two great Homeric poems. But if it exists 
in that sunny luxuriance of popular 
fancy as a felt atmosphere, it is planted

by Aeschylus, the thoughtful lyrist of a 
later age, in a visible elevation, whence, 
as from a natural pulpit, envelopes with 
dark clouds, or from a heathen Sinai, 
involved in fearful thunders and light- 
nings, it trumpets forth its warnings and 
hurls its bolts of flaming denunciation 
against sin.” 

The hypothesis that the God of the 
Bible can be interpreted only pantheisti- 
cally denies that “thinking” and “loving” 
are possible to Him, that He is only “a 
Power that makes for righteousness.” 

The celebrated Robert Hall answered 
this: “Pantheism solves no appearance, 
is supported by no evidence, and sub- 
serves no purpose but to embarrass and 
perplex our conceptions.” 

Turning from the book of nature to the 
book of Revelation, we reach absolute 
certainty. The Christian era provides 
abundant proof of the onward march of 
the purposes of God. Eyewitnesses of the 
great happenings lived almost to the end 
of the first century, and in their love and 
loyalty to their Lord had dared to chal- 
lenge the prevailing pagan philosophy, 
and by preaching the gospel gave to the 








people an altogether new conception of 
God in His interest and love for mankind. 


Te HISTORICITY OF THE BEGIN- 
nincs of our faith is proved from non- 
Christian sources. 

Tacitus, the historian, was born in the 
year A.D. 61 or 62, and died about A.D. 
117. His Annals begin with the death of 
Augustus, A.D. 14, and end with the 
death of Nero, A.D. 68. Tacitus describes 
the terrible fire at Rome, and the infamy 
attaching to the emperor as having been 
the prime cause of it. Nero suppressed 
that rumor by causing the Christians to 
be accused of the vile deed, “and all were 
condemned, not so much for the crime of 
burning the city, as for their enmity to 
mankind.” , 

Pliny the Younger gives important in- 
formation respecting the first Christians. 
He was the friend and contemporary of 
Tacitus. In the year A.D. 106 or 107, 
Pliny was appointed by the Emperor 
Trajan to the government of Bithynia. 
He found Christianity very prevalent, 
and appealed to the emperor for instruc- 
tions on how to deal with the situation. 
Pliny himself stated that he could find 
no moral crime or moral delinquency on 
the part of the Christians. Speaking of 
those who had been charged before him 
with refusing to worship the gods, he 
said: “They affirmed that the whole of 
their fault or error lay in this, that they 
were wont to meet together on a certain 
day before it was light, and sing among 
themselves alternately a hymn to Christ 
as God, and bind themselves by an oath 
not to be guilty of theft, or robbery, or 
adultery; never to falsify their words, 
nor deny a pledge committed to them. 
When these things were performed, it 
was their custom to separate and then to 
come together to a meal. which they ate 
in common, without any disorder.” 

Thus the testimonies of Tacitus and 
Pliny combine in witnessing to the fact 
of Christ’s death as a malefactor, and of 
the worship accorded Him by His follow- 
ers. 


THE “FOUR Gos- 
PELS AND THE Acts are traceable to the 
very age in which the events recorded in 
them were transacted and preached to 
the world.” 

Irenaeus speaks of the writings of 
Matthew, Mark, Luke, and John, and 
also describes the Acts as having been 
written by Luke. Irenaeus was born about 
A.D. 126, and died about A.D. 202. In A.D. 
177 he became Bishop of Lyons. In his 
youth he had sat at the feet of Polycarp 
in Smyrna, Polycarp having been a disci- 
ple of the apostle John. 

The Gospels alluded to by Irenaeus 
must have been in existence and believed 
to have been written by these authors. 
They must also have been so regarded by 
his master, Polycarp; and thus we trace 
them into the first century. 

Justin Martyr was born between A.D. 
103 and 118, and died A.D. 166 or 167, and 
was thus the,contemporary of Polycarp 
(who died A.D. 155 or 156) for between 
thirty and fifty years. Justin quotes

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NE DOES WELL TO CONSIDER the 
shifting tides of thought. Not 
that it is desirable to ride on 
the crest of thought waves; in 
fact we are commanded not to 

be conformed to the present age (Rom. 
12:2). We cannot expect any age to have 
a standard high enough to serve as an 
ideal for the Christian. However, some 
recent changes seem to be in the right 
direction. 

Twenty-five years ago, it was the rule 
in the biological sciences to point out 
that variations are universal. No two 
people, no two flowers, not even two 
blades of grass, are alike. When animals 
are born they resemble their parents, but 
each has enough individuality to distin- 
guish it from its parents, and the next 
generation likewise will be slightly dif- 
ferent. The statement has been made 
that nothing is universal except the lack 
of uniformity. 


‘Tet PRESENT TENDENCY is not 
to deny the above statements altogether, 
but to point out that they are relatively 
insignificant. The resemblance of plants 
or animals to their parents is more sig- 
nificant than their difference. Any gen- 
eration is very much like the preceding 
generation, unless it has been developed 
in an extreme environment. 

Corn grown on poor ground in a dry 
season may be very inferior to the aver- 
age of its variety and may produce only 
a few kernels per plant. But if these ker- 
nels are planted in a good environment, 
the next generation of corn will be fully 
up to the standard for that variety. This 
variation, while it seems large, is not 
permanent; and scientists have learned 
the reason for this fact. 

In the cell of a plant, or animal, we find 
a central dense structure called the 
nucleus. The most important structures 
within the nucleus are rod-shaped bodies 
called chromosomes, which contain the 
hereditary factors, or genes. 

The chromosome number is constant 
for the species; that is, each cell in a 
corn plant has the same number of 
chromosomes as any other cell in that 
plant; or any other plant of that species. 
Each cell in a cow has the same number 
of chromosomes as a cell in any other 
cow. This regularity extends not only to 
number, but each pair of chromosomes

Is Life a Continuous Flux?

has its own individuality in shape and 
appearance, this pair being like the 
homologous pair in another animal of 
that species. They are found in pairs 
because one member of the pair was con- 
tributed by the father, the other by the 
mother. When a cell divides into two, 
each chromosome is split into two quite 
equal parts. 

Since the chromosomes govern the de- 
velopment of the traits of an individual 
animal or person, and these bodies are 
kept constant by nature, the rule is for 
a species to remain the same. There are 
exceptions, of course, but outside of the 
fluctuations mentioned above, due to en- 
vironment, exceptions are rare. The 
biblical rule is verified, that “men do not 
gather grapes of thorns, or figs of 
thistles.” 


, = THE REGULAR COMPLEMENT 
of chromosomes is indeed necessary is 
proved by rare exceptional plants, in 
which a certain abnormality corresponds 
to a certain chromosomal irregularity. Go 
to the laboratories of the Carnegie Insti- 
tute at Cold Spring Harbor, L. I., and the 
workers will show you Jimson weeds 
(Datura) with half the regular number 
of chromosomes, and having but little 
vigor. If they are strong enough to re- 
produce at all, the offspring is normal in 
chromosome number, in vigor and in 
appearance. 

A plant that lacks one or more pairs 
of chromosomes never grows up. A plant 
with an extra chromosome, so far from 
being benefited thereby, is lacking in 
vigor and has a certain peculiar structure 
associated with the extra chromosome. 
When such aberrant plants produce seed 
much of it is sterile. But if the seed is 
viable, it grows up as a normal plant, not 
carrying on the. peculiarity of its parent, 
but returning to the normal type of the 
species. 

Thus the former idea 
that a species of plant or 
animal changes slowly 
but steadily into another 
type has been aban- 
doned. There is a nor- 
mal type for a species, 
kept constant by genes 
in the chromosomes, , 
which seldom change? ~° 
Stability is the rule. 
Since these principles 
apply to people as well 
as to plants and animals, 
the human species is not 
like a tramp ship on an 
uncharted sea. 

This scientific trend 
reminds the author of

certain biblical passages: “Jesus Christ 
the same yesterday, and today, and for- 
ever” (Heb. 13:8). “From everlasting to 
everlasting, thou art God” (Ps. 90:2). 
“God created man in his own image, in 
the image of God created he him” (Gen. 
1:27). 

Since man is like God, we should ex- 
pect our race to be essentially stable, as 
scientists are finding it to be. Further- 
more, we can more easily believe that 
there was a creation, knowing that new 
species are not being built up at the 
present time.

HE SANDS OF NORMANDY appeared 

dimly through the haze that hov- 

ered beneath a noonday sun. It 

was a day in mid-July. We had 

cast anchor and were waiting for 
the tide. 

As one sat in the nest of a huge coil 
of seaman’s heavy hemp, and looked out 
upon what now were peaceful shores, the 
sound of strange thunder in the distance 
reminded one that this was war. But 
even if the silence had been perfect, it 
would have been impossible to view this 
edge of France without envisioning the 
scenes that were enacted there only two 
fortnights before. 

One saw them there, American men, 
making the charge into death. One heard 
the sting and thud of lead and steel, 
spraying the sand. One saw the struggle 
in the rolling surf, where ships’ noses 
mark the exodus of human souls. One 
saw them die, that others coming on 
might live. 

This was the beachhead. Time had 
washed the crimson from its soil, but the 
value of each drop of human scariet still 
remained. It was a solemn thought to 
those of us whose entry was so safe. 
Surely there were some who deeply felt 
the eternal facts that were symbolized in 
this scene. Who, knowing Christ, would 
not have more deeply appreciated the 
pouring out of His blood on the hostile 
shores of judgment and death to secure 
for us a safe bridgehead into life beyond? 


This message was written soon after the landing on 
Normandy. 
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denied God’s Word! 


Who, knowing Him, would not isave re- 
membered that He entered in for us upon 
eternal shores, and by His death turned 
the hostile throne of God into a throne 
of grace unto which we may now draw 
near with boldness, that we may obtain 
mercy and find grace? 

But there were contrasts, too, which 
came to mind—dissimilarities in the pic- 
ture. Christ had been the sinless One, 
who, emerging from eternity to become 
man, had not only laid down His life, but 
also arose again, sealing His death with a 
certainty of life—eternal life—for those 
who avail themselves of the blood that He 
shed. 

How different were those men whose 
sacrifice had purchased our temporal and 
physical safety for that moment! They 
were not sinless. But they, also, shall live 
again, when the Living One comes to 
judge the living and the dead. “And I 
saw the dead, small and great, stand be- 
fore God.” 

One rested less comfortably in the coil 
of seaman’s rope as this thought at- 
tached itself to the sands out there. Not 
only had blood been spilled upon that 
shore, but souls of men had been poured 
into eternal perdition! Our safety at that 
moment, and at this—our national honor 
and glory—all were purchased by the 
souls of men! And how had we sent them 
to this destiny? 

Out of the weeks just past there came 
the memory of a poem. It was written by 
a soldier whose full name and location

Like Mary, there beside Damascus gate.” 


That is how we sent them—with Easter 
robbed of its brilliant hope; with only a 
dismal view of what lay beyond the 
portal into which they rushed. 

The fact burned one with indignation. 
There was thought of ministers who 
have denied the faith. One thought of 
Sunday school teachers; of grade school, 
high school, college and university profes-

sors; of reprobate theological doctors; all . 


of that company of persons who, in their 
gross materialism, infidelity, and atheism, 
have denied the supernatural, simply be- 
cause they cannot encompass God with 
finite minds; who disbelieve in the resur- 
rection of Jesus from the tomb merely 
because science cannot conceive of it, 
and doing so have left a meaningless 
cross above thousands of mounds of 
Normandy soil, where men without hope 
“begin our slow collection of eternity.” 
Musing upon these things, with the 
beaches still in view, it seemed that in 
one’s heart a clamor of cries was echoed 
like voices from over there—voices from 
beneath white crosses, from those whose 
“collection of eternity” was here begun. 
Perhaps it was their anger which burned 
in the soul. Perhaps these are their 
words which one feels compelled to 
write. 


| on TO US, PREACHER, 
TEACHER, PROFESSOR! We bear a charge 
which must be delivered! Hear it, and 
let it scorch your hearts in advance with 
the judgment you deserve! You denied 
the Word of God. You said that it only 
contained His Word, thus undermining 
our faith in all of it. You denied the 
deity and Godhead of Jesus Christ; and 
His name became our profanity. You 
denied the atoning significance and value 
of His death, and left us with no answer 
to the questions of a troubled constience, 
nor any basis of peace regarding our 
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breaches of His law and holiness. 

You denied His bodily resurrection 
from the grave, and left us without hope 
in death. You told us there was no 
hell, as though God’s love transgressed 
His holiness, overlooking sin; as though 
He would not punish our offenses. 
Furthermore, some of you told us there 
was no hereafter and no God at all. 
There was no goal nor promise in your 
vain philosophy with which you equipped 
us for our fight. 

We were betrayed! You sabotaged 
our faith! You robbed us of God and 
of Christ, of redemption and of hope! 
All of these you took from us, and left 
us nothing for which to live or die. Our 
names would be lost and forgotten among 
hundreds on some tablet or stone, and 
at the same time have no place on the 
Lamb’s book of life. Then we went 
away to protect your lives, liberty and 
property. We did it proudly and he- 
roically; but we poured out our souls 
for your security only to find that we 
ourselves were eternally insecure—sab- 
otaged to hell! 

Hear us! You betrayed our mothers 
and all we loved. You left no rainbow 
of hope above the ashes of their dead. 
You gave them a dead man’s cross in- 
stead of a risen Christ and an empty 
tomb. You left them comfortless, with 
naught but dismal darkness. 

Did Mary wait in vain, there by Da- 
mascus gate? You say she did, and 
thence our pang concerning “those we 
loved and would not see again.” Our 
loved ones look to you in vain. What 
solace, what expectancy in their hour of 
sorrow! What, other than hopelessness, 
is left to them by your negative and de- 
structive attitudes toward the sacred 
hopes of God’s Book?

We recognize you 
by the Book you taught us to scorn. 
You are the blind leaders of the blind. 
You are the wolves in sheep’s clothing. 
You are those that “depart from the 
faith . . . speaking lies in hypocrisy”; 
“lovers of their own selves, boasters, 
proud, blasphemers .. . traitors, heady, 
highminded .. . having a form of godli- 
ness, but denying the power thereof” 
(I Tim. 4; II Tim. 3). 

You hirelings,. false shepherds of the 
sheep, our blood cries out against you 
from across the sea! You are those 
“walking after their own desires; and 
their mouth speaketh great swelling 
words, having man’s person in admira- 
tion because of advantage.” You ar« 
those “who separate themselves, stand- 
ing aloof, materialists, having not the 
spirit.” 

You “clouds without water,” “broken 
cisterns,” who spurned our thirst! You 
are “false teachers . . . who privily shall 
bring in damnable heresies, even deny- 
ing the Lord that bought them,” who 
caused us to “follow their pernicious 
ways” (II Pet. 2:1). Repent, lest the 
proinised swift destruction come upon 
you! 

Hear us, ye preachers of “another 
gospel, which is not another”! You are 
accursed; for if “an angel from heaven, 
preach any other gospel . . . let him be 
accursed” (Gal. 1:8). 

You led us to a mighty leap in the 
dark. We call upon our bereaved to 
bring you to account. With our battle- 
broken hands we lift up the Bible against 
you as the voice of God. “He that de- 
spised Moses’ law died without mercy, 
under two or three witnesses.” We are 
@ multitude of witnesses! And “of how 
much sorer punishment, suppose ye, shall 
he be thought worthy, who hath trodden 
under foot the Son of God, and hath 
counted the blood of the covenant...

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HE SETTING IS A STATE PRISON, With 

its grim walls and cells of stone 

and steel. The scene is the occa- 

sion of the meeting of two in- 

mates. The conversation concerns 
a third individual, as one of the inmates 
is heard to remark, “So he made it 
again!” 

We readily understood the inference of 
this passing remark, for we had seen this 
man as he sat before the parole board, 
while they considered his case, his char- 
acter, and his record, and then had ap- 
proved the proposed plan for parole. The 
man walked from the parole room with a 
lightened step and, undoubtedly, a light- 
ened heart. He had “made parole.” 

Surely no other scene that comes to 
the notice of a prison chaplain in the 
course of his routine duties brings such 
@ measure of joy and satisfaction. Yet 
there is a particular significance to the 
statement concerning the parolee, when 
the men remarked that he had “made it 
again.” 

A period of parole had been granted 
him once before, but he had become in- 
volved again with the forces of the ldw 
and was returned to prison. Now, after a 
further period of imprisonment and 
proper readjustment, this man had again 
reached that point in an inmate’s life 
where he had once more been appraised 
and adjudged worthy of an opportunity 
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A revealing glimpse into the souls 
of men back of prison bars! 


in the world of free men. Hence, accord- 
ing to prison vernacular, he had “made 
it again.” 


2 TURN OUR EYES now to a 
different setting, we behold a house in 
which we see an ancient potter sitting 
among his wheels and shaping various 
vessels from lumps of clay. The -wheel 
begins to turn and the potter’s deft fin- 
gers are manipulated so there arises be- 
fore him a shape, fashioned according to 
a pattern. Faster and faster goes the 
wheel, as a touch here and a pressure 
there slowly brings out the beauty the 
master has planned for it. 

But suddenly the thing of beauty is 
reduced again to a shapeless mass of 
clay! Something has happened! The sen- 
sitive fingers of the potter have come into 
contact with a small particle of untem- 
pered clay, causing the vessel to crumble 
under the very hands of its creator. 

This was what Jeremiah saw when he 
was directed by God to the house of the 
potter. This was the occasion for his 
words, “So he made it again, another ves- 
sel, as seemed good to the potter to make 
it.” 


To THE CASUAL READER, there 
may not appear to be any connection be- 
tween the statement of the inmate of a 
state prison and the prophet of God, 
except that both have chanced to use 





the same words. But as chaplain we have 
ample opportunity to see a very definite 
correlation between the two statements. 
Such a position becomes a veritable ring- 
side seat to a great many vivid dramas 
of life. Here is seen a kaleidoscopic pan- 
orama of man in the fell clutches of cir- 
cumstance and the bludgeonings of 
chance, which have combined to precipi- 
tate him into a maelstrom of events 
which have finally climaxed in his incar- 
ceration. 

However, the purpose of imprisonment 
is to return man to a normal and profit- 
able life in the world of free men. Imper- 
fect though these efforts may be, this is 
nevertheless the ideal, and in order to 
accomplish it a large place should be 
given in such a plan for the operation of 
the gospel of Jesus Christ, if the criminal 
is to “make it” again on the outside. 

To use the simile of the picture in Jere- 
miah, the clay must be reshaped; it must 
be “made again another vessel.” Much 
of the causation behind the crime and 
the criminal can be traced to the same 
factor which resulted in the breaking and 
marring of the vessel, namely, untem- 
pered clay. The lack of proper prepara- 
tion, resulting in the presence of a small 
particle of unyielded hardness, serves to 
illustrate that back in the formative 
period of the lives of the men who come 
to prison there will generally be found 
an unfulfilled need which has resulted in 
untempered clay. 

Herein lies a responsibility which rests 
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upon parents, teachers, pastors, and other 
youth-guiding individuals. The pliable 
human clay must be carefully molded 
and kneaded in a process closely akin to 
that of Abraham, of whom God said, “I 
know him, that he will command his 
children and his household after him, 
and they shall keep the way of the Lord, 
to do justice and judgment” (Gen. 18:19). 

A vivid illustration of the lack of such 
preparation was brought out a short time 
ago by an incident in Jackson, Mich., 
which shocked the sensibilities of all 
right-thinking people, when teen-age 
boys engaged in an orgy of Bible-stabbing 


and flag-trampling as a ritual for their 


secret society. 

A newspaper commentator raised this 
question: “It is rather pathetic that 
seven lads could have gotten in as deeply 
as they did with their plans and organi- 
zation without a single parent being 
aware that the youngsters were going 
through an experience that must have 
had in it a great deal of emotional tur- 
moil. ... One can’t help wonder whether 
there had been too little religious train- 
ing in those homes, or too much of the 
wrong kind.” 


‘Te NATURAL SEQUENCE is from 
untempered clay to a marred vessel; and 
we are in constant contact with men who 
are in various stages of disintegration. 
Some, greatly marred, seem to be almost 
beyond repair. Others may be slightly 
misshapen, as the vessel has been thrown 
off center by the impact with the untem- 
pered clay. Between one extreme and the 
other, one can find many individuals who 
are merely a challenge to the remaking 
power of the gospel of Jesus Christ. 


Let me illustrate by quoting a state- 
ment made by one young man in the 
prison hospital: “Chaplain, most of us 
out there in the prison yard appear hard 
and tough, but you'll find there is a soft 
spot down deep inside of all of us, and it 
just takes a little bit of kindness to 
reach it.” 

What a challenge to the gospel of Jesus 
Christ, who said that He came “not to 
call the righteous but sinners to repent- 
ance”! The finding of that soft spot is 
the business of a chaplain. It is com- 
parable to the reshaping process of the 
potter with the clay, and it’s a slow but 
satisfying task. The clay in the hands of 
the potter cannot be formed again into 
a useful vessel so long as the particle of 
untempered material remains. So also in 
a life there must come a yieldedness that 
will allow the Master’s hand to shape and 
mold a vessel. 

The reshaping process within the con- 
fines of prison walls differs in many re- 
spects from that in a pastorate. Yet the 
same Master-Potter operates within the 
walls of stone and bars of steel. The same 
gospel that is the power of God unto sal- 
vation finds its mark, even though it may 
be in the cell block or the yard. And the 
same result—tears of penitence, the shin- 
ing countenance of a soul reborn, and a 
desire to worship and to serve—can be 
witnessed as a reward of faithful service 
among men segregated from society, as 
much as in any fashionable church. 

A prison chaplain must become all 
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things to all men that he might by all 
means win some. Preaching possibly finds 
its smallest field within the walls of 
prison. Personal evangelism may take the 
form of office or cell interviews. He fre- 
quently ministers to the personal needs 
of inmates, performing small favors in 
matters concerning their welfare. He 
gives lectures to the outgoing c.asses of 
parolees who have “made it again,” or 
for the first time. In fact, the ways and 
means differ greatly and seldom fit into 
the same category, yet the results are as 
sure as those obtained in any other min- 
istry. 


.* “HE MADE IT AGAIN an- 
other vessel, as seemed good to the potter 
to make it.” How sure are the workings 
of God’s grace in the heart of man wren 
yielded to His will, and how precious is 
the result in the heart of that man! No 
one can measure the far-reaching effects 
of the ministry of remaking a vessel. 

This was illustrated recently by the 
words of one of the men. With definite- 
ness of purpose and tear-stained face, he 
bowed in prayer and surrendered all to 
God. Realizing the possibilities of error 
in judging the sincerity of any such move 
under any circumstances, we were glad- 
dened later to note the words in a letter 
to a loved one at home: “There happened 
that day in my cell the thing for which 
you’ve been praying for twenty years.” 

Later another inmate came to my 
office asking if I would help him to find 
peace with God. In our conversation he 
gave this testimony concerning the saved

man: “In my contacts with him lately, I 
have noticed a definite change in his life, 
and when speaking to him about this 
need in my heart, he told me that I 
should go to your office as you had been 
able to point him to the way of peace 
through Jesus Christ.” Truly this was 
evidence that God had made the clay 
again into another vessel! 


- A FIELD LIKE THIS, with 
the signs of many broken vessels “marred 
in the hands of the potter,” we call upon 
every Christian to add the power of their 
prayers to ours, that many more in- 
stances of the remaking of the vessel may 
be manifested in our midst. 

Opportunities to reach such broken 
vessels are multiplied many times in our 
land, but to the methods of rehabilita- 
tion, from the disciplinary and correc- 
tional standpoint, must be added the 
power of Jesus Christ, or the clay will 
still contain the untempered particles. 
Here, indeed, is a mission field to chal- 
lenge the entire Christian world. 


What the Church needs today is not 
more machinery or better, not new or- 
ganizations or more and novel methods, 
but men whom the Holy Ghost can use— 
men of prayer, men mighty in prayer. 
The Holy Ghost does not flow through 
methods, but through men. He does not 
come on machinery, but on men. He does 
not anoint plans, but men—men of 
prayer.—E. M. Bounds. 


God’s silent things of earth and sky, 
Our man-made eloquence defy. 
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@F" HERE IS MUCH TALK about, and much 
beating of the air for, the kingdom of 
God, but there seems to be lack of a 
clear-cut conception of what this 
kingdom really is. Some of our breth- 
ren, both ministers and laymen, have 
some idea of what they mean when 
they use the term, but the majority 
seem to be using words rather than 
expressing sensible, concrete terms of 
which they have some definite knowledge. 

The term kingdom of God has its basis 
and its meaning in the Bible. Outside of 
the Bible it has no meaning at all. All 
importance can be given to the kingdom 
of God if it is considered in the light of 
biblical truth; whereas, it must be 
thought of merely as an expression of 
speech, if it is called forth to express cnly 
an opinion. Given the significance de- 
manded by the context of the material in 
which it is found, it is a beautiful, pro- 
found, obtainable objective worthy the 
best of all men. Given as some individ- 
ual’s private interpretation, it has no 
more depth than he has; it is no broader 
than he; it is no more profound than he. 
It has no more meaning than he is able 
to give it; it has no more vision than his 
limited sight; it has no more chance for 
realization than the amount of effort he 
is able to put into it. 

Our knowledge of things religious is 
not what it should be, and it is not what 
it shall have to be, in order to attain the 
heights God has set for man, or to obtain 
the blessings God has in store for man. 
One thing that made me realize the 
truth of this thought was the statement 
of a Roman Catholic chaplain. It is com- 
monly known that a large propontion of 
Catholic men have been reared within 
sight of the mass. But recently, the chap- 
lain was telling his men that six or nine 
months of his life would be well spent if 
he could teach them how to understand 
the mass. I thought every Catholic who 
was reared in the practice of the Church 
would understand the central part of 
their worship. 

The second thing that forcibly brought 
to my attention the ignorance of church 
members in regard to religious things 
was a statement by a sergeant, “You talk 
about the kingdom of God. What is the 
kingdom of God? Maybe you know what 
the kingdom of God is, but I don’t.” 





a Is A TERRIBLE INDICTMENT 
against members of any church to say 
that they are praying for something they 
know nothing about. Yes, many are pray- 
ing for something they would not recog- 
nize if God gave it to them. They are 
going through the form of praying for 
something they do not actually want; 
otherwise they would have it now and 
would know they have it. 

Sunday mornings and many times dur- 
ing the week throughout the world, men 
pray, “Our Father who art in heaven, 
hallowed be thy name. Thy kingdom 
come.” But what do they mean? 

There are hundreds of references to 
the kingdom in the Scriptures. John the 
Baptist was told to preach, “Repent ye: 
for the kingdom of heaven is at hand”

What is it? 


A chaplain answers a soldier's 


question, and helps all of us. 


(Matt. 3:2). Jesus told His auditors, 
“Seek ye first the kingdom of God” (Matt. 
6:33). Again, “But, if I cast out devils by 
the Spirit of God, then the kingdom of 
God is come unto you” (Matt. 12:28). 
Further, “It is easier for a camel to go 
through the eye of a needle, than for a 
rich man to enter into the kingdom of 
God” (Matt. 19:24). “And when he was 
demanded of the Pharisees, when the 
kingdom of God should come, he an- 
swered them and said, The kingdom of 





God cometh not with observation: 
neither shall they say, Lo here! or, lo, 
there! for, behold, the kingdom of God is 
within you” (Luke 17:20, 21). 

No doubt some are saying, We have 
heard those passages before, but what do 
they mean? In the first place, if John 
the Baptist was told to preach, “the king- 
dom of heaven is at hand,” more than 
nineteen hundred years ago, why hasn’t 
it come? If it has come, why do we have 
so much suffering, such great sorrow, 
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poverty, hunger, wars, and destructive 
forces in the world? 


| ee IF WE ARE TO HAVE 
A KINGDOM, we must have a King. Inher- 
ent in the term king is the idea of ruling. 
If one is to rule in the full sense of the 
word, he has the power of life and death 
over his subjects. His authority is akove 
the authority of all others in his king- 
dom, and they enjoy no more power than 
the king has delegated to them. 

With this background fully understood, 
let us proceed to an understanding of 
what is meant when we use the state- 
ment, the kingdom of God. 

If it is the kingdom of God, then God 
is the Ruler, whether in the person of the 
Father, the Son, or the Holy Spirit. 

Would you be willing to say that God is 
ruling the world today? Undoubtedly, the 
answer is, No! If He were ruling there 
would be no war, sickness, death, sorrow, 
poverty, or destructive forces turned 
loose to ravage everything on earth. 

Then, to the question, Has the king- 
dom come? the answer can be only in the 
affirmative, Yes, the kingdom has come. 
It has not come to all people because all 
are not able to receive it. “For if ye live 
after the flesh, ye shall die: but if ye 
through the Spirit do mortify the deeds 
of the body, ye shall live. For as many as 
are led by the Spirit of God, they are the 
sons of God. For ye have not received the 
spirit of bondage again to fear; but ye 
have received the Spirit of adoption, 
whereby we cry, Abba, Father. The Spirit 
itself beareth witness with our spirit, that 
we are the children of God: and if chil- 
dren, then heirs; heirs of God, and joint- 
heirs with Christ; if so be that we suffer 
with him, that we may also be glorified 
together” (Rom. 8:13-17). 


| +m THIS CLARIFY THE MEAN- 
ING of the kingdom? Is it possible to think 
that all the evils in the world should pass 
away as soon as the kingdom of God 
comes? There are too many people ex- 
pecting miracles. They are saying, “If 
God would send a great leader who would 
have power and authority, I would follow 
him.” This reminds me of a friend who 
said, “If Christ were on the earth today, 
and taught what I think He taught, I 
would be one of His most ardent ad- 
mirers.” 

There are too many who are limiting 
the authority of the King. They are will- 
ing to become members of His kingdom 
only if the kingdom is modeled after their 
wishes. They are willing to support the 
kingdom’s work only when it gives them 
more of this world’s goods. 

Many people are unwilling to accept 
the exhortation of Jesus, “Seek ye first 
the kingdom of God.” They seek rather 
the things of the world and complain 
about a God who does not give them as 
much of this world’s goods as they would 
like to have. They selfishly garner all 
they can acquire, and wonder why God 
allows many people to die of starvation. 
They blithely drink and contribute to 
the moral delinquency of the world, and 
wonder why a loving God will permit 
men and women to kill one another. They 
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gamble, cheat and charge exorbitant 
prices, and wonder why some hundreds 
of thousands in our country are always 
poor. 

What is the answer to this almost un- 
answerable problem? In the words of 
Jesus, “If I cast out devils by the Spirit 
of God, then the kingdom of God is 
come unto you” (Matt. 12:28). “It is 
easier for a camel to go through the eye 
of a needle than for a rich man to enter 
into the kingdom of God” (Matt. 19:24). 
“Except a man be born again, he cannot 
see the kingdom of God” (John 3:3). 
“Now the works of the flesh are manifest, 
which are these: adultery, fornication, 
uncleanness, lasciviousness, idolatry, 
witchcraft, hatred, variance, emulations, 
wrath, strife, seditions, heresies, envy- 
ings, murders, drunkenness, revellings, 
and such like: of the which i tell you be- 
fore, as I have also told you in time past, 
that they which do such things shall not 
inherit the kingdom of God” (Gal. 5:19- 
21). These passages tell us very defi- 
nitely who shall not be allowed to enter 
or inherit the kingdom. 

Now, let us read some passages which 
show who shall inherit the kingdom. 
“And he [Jesus] opened his mouth, and 
taught them, saying, Blessed are the poor 
in spirit: for theirs is the kingdom of 
heaven” (Matt. 5:2, 3). This can be in- 
terpreted one way only to get the mean- 
ing that the love of God intended. We 
must pour out ourselves, our own selfish- 
ness, the desire to have our own way, our 
own willfulness, and in Christian, un- 
feigned humility, bow to the perfect will 
of the Ruler of the kingdom. 

“Blessed are they which are persecuted 
for righteousness’ sake: for theirs is the 
kingdom of heaven” (Mait. 5:10), is a 
passage from the beatitudes which ex- 
presses the life one must live, and the 
suffering he must undergo in order to 
gain the joys of the kingdom. It is not 
an easy life as this world looks at life. 
It is not a peaceful life as this world un- 
derstands peace. It is not a rich life as 
this world understands “the abundant 
life”; it is not a carefree, indifferent life, 





as some people would have us believe. 


p= KINGDOM oF Gop is, as 
Christ said it was, “within you.” It is a 
life lived under the rulership of Christ. 
It is a life disciplined according to His 
commandments. It is a life willing to 
suffer hardships and fight battles against 
sin in the world even as its King leads 


in these battles. It is a life of no small . 


attainments. It is a life not of ease, but . 
of intensive drive. It is a life not of 
peace, but of battle and war against the 
enemy. It is the life that challenges the 
best in the best men. It is the life that 
can take a pagan, idol-worshiping, im- 
moral illiterate and make him a great 
spiritual leader. 

How true are the words of our Lord, 
“The kingdom of God cometh not with 
observation” (Luke 17:20) ! But the king- 
dom comes in the hearts of men of faith 
who love the Lord. And the kingdom is 
composed of those who accept Christ as 
their personal Saviour and obey His 
commandments. His kingdom is not of 
this world, but of the spirit and essence 
of heaven. : 

Will you accept Christ and become a 
member of His body, which is the Church, 
and His kingdom wherein He has com- 
plete authority? This is the day of sal- 
vation.

It is related of Frances Ridley Haver- 
gal that she gave way oftentimes to 
temper. She mourned this sin, and yet 
seemed not to overcome it, until one day, 
having given way to it with particular 
violence, she spread herself before God, 
humiliated and ashamed and broken of 
heart, and it was as though a voice said, 
“The Egyptian which ye have seen to- 
day, ye need see no more again forever” 
(Exod. 14.13). What! never see that 
Egyptian of a temper again?

N JupaIsM nothing is held more sacred 
than Ha-Thorah. The words are gen- 
erally translated into English as “the 
law.” But law is a very inadequate 
rendering of the Hebrew word Thorah. 

To a pious and orthodox Jew the 
Thorah is his choicest possession. It is 
more than a compensation to him for the 
loss of country, temple and throne. His 
heart thrills at the mention of it, ap- 
proaching the emotion in the heart of a 
lover of the One whom believers call 
Saviour, when His name is uttered. 

To a pious Jew, Ha-Thorah ‘s the 
revelation of the mind and heart of the 
God of Israel, the God who has chosen 
and redeemed Israel, and who has made 
Israel His peculiar nation above all the 
nations of the earth. It contains, accord- 
ing to Jewish concepts, all that is possi- 
ble to know of God; He is, as it were, in- 
carnated in Ha-Thorah. Every letter is 
sacred and is charged with divine con- 
tent. Herein lies the secret of this love 
for Ha-Thorah.

MEAN? The word Thorah means direction 
in the way.

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world. There are 
many snares and 
pitfalls for our 
unwary feet. Its 
paths wind and 
wind. The Thor- 
ah affords safe 
direction for the 
pilgrim. The in- 
dividual Israel- 
ite, and the na- 
tion in its cor- 
porate life, need 
not stumble or 
lose the way 
with the Thorah 
as a guide; 
hence to turn from it is high treason. 

The Jew felt he was divinely chosen to 
be the custodian of this treasure, which 
the apostle Paul called “the oracles of 
God,” and the martyr Stephen, “the liv- 
ing oracles.” No wonder the Thorah has 
been the comfort and support of the suf- 
fering Jewish heart during the long night 
of Israel’s exile and wanderings. 

Moreover, the Thorah, speaking as it 
does of the holiness of the God of Israel, 
becomes a weapon against what the Jews 
call the evil yetzer in the human heart, 
the inbred proneness to sin. By means of 
the Thorah the Jew hopes he may attain 
to righteousness. And the Jew is still go- 
ing about in his zeal for God, establishing 
his own righteousness; for in the Scrip- 
tures he thinks he has eternal life. 


Bu THIS ZEAL Of the Thorah- 
loving Jew comes short of its goal. It is 
“not according to knowledge.” The very 
Thorah in which he makes his boast 
shows how Abraham, the ancestor of the 
nation of Israel, became justified. His 
faith was reckoned for righteousness, 
yes, even before he was circumcised. And 
the seed of Abraham must become right- 
eous in the same way, not by works, but 
by faith in Him who can quicken out of 
spiritual death, and raise up out of utter 
inability, as was Abraham’s state when 
he believed. 








Your Jewish friend 
will read this unanswerable witness 


to Christ as the Messiah. 


Another thing to which the Jew does 
but scant justice is the teaching of the 
Thorah concerning the way of accept- 
ance with God and approach to Him 
through the sacrificial death of an un- 
blemished substitute. Sacrifice is the very 
heart of the religion of the Thorah. 

The history of Israel began when God 
said, “When I see the blood, I will pass 
over you.” And the most solemn day in 
the religious calendar of the Jew was the 
Day of Atonement, when the high priest 
carried incense and blood into the Holy 
of Holies where God’s glory dwelt. 

The Thorah points beyond itself to a 
revelation of God fuller than its pages 
reflect. At the very outset it declares 
that man was meant to be the image 
and likeness of God. What has become 
of this image? It has been marred by sin. 
Man is a distorted mirror of the divine 
nature and of the wisdom and moral 
beauty of his Creator. 

But will God give up His original pur- 
pose? Never! He spoke of the woman’s 
conquering Seed who would undo the 
mischief of the fall and though suffering 
in the process, crush the power of evil. 
The Messiah would be through His virgin 
birth the incarnation of the Lord God, 
the visible image of Him who is invisible. 
God told out in personality is a higher 
and more satisfying revelation than God 
expressed in sacred literature. And that 
was the Messianic hope of Israel to which 
the Thorah points. 

It is thus that the Messiah is found 
bearing divine names: “Immanuel,” that 
is, God with us; “the mighty God”; “the 
everlasting Father,” or, as the Septuagint 
translates, “The Father of the age to 
come”; and “Jehovah our Righteous- 
ness.” And when Micah mentions Beth- 
lehem as the birthplace of the Messiah, 
he is careful to add that in His divine 
glory, the Babe of Bethlehem had “his 
goings forth from eternity.” 

Thus the Thorah, in pointing beyond 
itself to the Messiah, became a school- 
master to bring us to Him who is its end 
and fulfillment.

Bohemia's Greatest Man

CALVIN, AND ZWINGLI, re- 
formers of the sixteenth cen- 
tury, are extolled for their 
great work, under God, in lead- 
ing the Church back to the 
Bible; and this is as it should be. How- 
ever, we have too often failed to re- 
member that there were precursors of 
the Reformation—men of courage and 
conviction—who paved the way for the 
reformers. One of these harbingers was 
the tall, lean, pale-faced, and gray-eyed 
Bohemian patriot and reformer, John 
Huss. 

Huss was born in Hussinetz, seventy- 
five miles southwest of the Bohemian 
capital city of Prague, near the Ba- 
varian border. The exact date of his 
birth is uncertain, but probably some 
time between 1367 and 1373. 

The son of peasant parents, Huss de- 
rived his surname, as was the custom of 
his time, from the place of his birth. At 
first he was known as John, son of 
Peter, and later, as a student at the 
university, John of Hussinetz. After 
1398 he was known as John Huss (or 
Hus). 

Although educated at the University 
of Prague, he was not an exceptional 
student. One writer says, “The de- 
velopment of his mind was slow, but his 
behavior was distinguished by the strict- 
est probity and the most genuine godli- 
ness.”? 

Another writer speaks of this naturally 
quick-tempered and arrogant man as 
“dignified and grave” in manner, and 
“austere and irreproachable” in morals. 

He was appointed to a professorship 
in his alma mater in 1398, and ordained a 
priest in 1400. In 1401 he became the 
dean of the theological faculty of the 
university and the following year its 
rector. Seven years later he was ap- 
pointed for a second period of rector- 
ship. 

While officially connected with the Uni- 
versity of Prague he was appointed 
preacher of Bethlehem Chapel, where 
evangelical preaching in the Bohemian 
language was promoted. This appoint- 
ment led him to a more thorough study 
of the Bible; for thus far his main inter- 
est had been in philosophical and scho- 
lastic theology. 

Mr. Quincer is on the faculty of the Baptist Bible 
Institute and School of Theology, Grand Rapids, Mich. 
1 Cyclopaedia of Biblical, Theological, and Ec- 


clestastical Literature, M’Clintock and Strong, Vol. 
IV, p. 419. 
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It was during this time that he be- 
came “acquainted with Wycliffe’s theo- 
logical works through Jerome of Prague, 
who had studied at Oxford.”* His preach- 
ing was heard by many, including Queen 
Sophia. While he could not be called 
an orator, nevertheless, his messages 
were clear, earnest, and simple, and 
made a deep impression on his auditors. 


[ BY WYCLIFFE’S 
WRITINGS, Huss believed that the pope or 
bishop had “no right to take up the 
sword in the name of the Church.” He 
attacked indulgences, pilgrimages, the 
immorality of the clergy, and the ad- 
ministration of the Church. He believed 
that the “Holy Catholic Church is. . 
the whole number of the predestinated 
—present, past, and future. Hence, he 
distinguished between’ being in the 
Church and being of the Church. Of 
this universal 
Church, Christ 
was the Head. 
Neither pope nor 
cardinals are nec- 
essary to the 
regimen of _ the 
Church.” His re- 
forms were direct- 
ed more against 
the practices of 
the Church than 
its teachings. 

His plea to some 
friends who were 
visiting him while 
he was sick, “I am 
nearly dying; if 
then I die, defend, 
I beg you, the 
rights andfreedom 
of our nation,”

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shows his love for his native Bohemia. 

His intense patriotism was shown not 
only in words, but also in deeds. For a 
time he was head of the Bohemian Na- 
tional Party in the University of Prague. 
The patriotic activities of Huss gained 
many friends for his Church reform 
movement. 

The literary efforts of Huss were varied. 
He made a revision of the Bohemian 
Bible, authored books in both the Bo- 
hemian and Latin languages, wrote and 
translated hymns. 

Besides his published sermons and let- 
ters he wrote exegetical, polemical, and 
theological works. His Treatise on the 
Church, Schaff tell us, “was the one 
from which the charges were drawn that 
brought its author to the stake.” 

In commenting on the reformer’s ac- 
tivity regarding Church music, one bi- 
ographer writes: “It was a very im- 
portant and by no means easy task that 
Huss undertook when he attempted to 
replace the Latin singing in his chapel

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Is it one of thankfulness to Almighty 
God for having brought us safely to the 
end of this part of our journey? Is it one 
of confidence in Him as we face that part 
of our path that still lies ahead? 

It is probable that in the case of most 
of us all of these are ingredients in vary- 
ing proportions in the makeup of our 
feelings. 

It is certainly right that at this time 
we should both look back over the path 
which we have been called upon to tread, 
and look forward at the way which lies 
ahead. The war in Europe is over, thank 
God, but the war in the Pacific has still 
to be brought to a victorious conclusion. 
As we look back over the former we can 
surely pick out lessons which will stand 
us in good stead in the struggle which 
still lies ahead, as well as in the tre- 
mendous problems of peace which we 
have to face.

victory. We see how low we have been 
brought, and now we have reached the 
pinnacle of success. 

Can we account for all this simply on 
the human plane? I think most of us 
would say no to that question. Most of us 
see in these great happenings the hand of 
God, and say, “It is the Lord’s doing, and 
it is marvelous in our eyes.” 


_ ARE SOME WORDS spoken 
on the eve of another V-E Day some 
thousands of years ago, which are 
strangely suited to this time. The nation 
concerned then was just about to reap 
the fruits of victory, and its leader was 
reviewing the situation, as ours may be 
today. Listen to what Moses said: 

“Thou shalt remember all the way 
which the Lord thy God led thee these 
forty years in the wilderness, to humble 
thee, and to prove thee, to know what 
was in thine heart, whether thou 
wouldst keep his commandments, or no. 
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“And he humbled thee, and suffered 
thee to hunger, and fed thee with 


manna ... that he might make thee 
know that man doth not live by bread 
Only... « 


“Beware that thou forget not the 
Lord thy God, in not keeping his com- 
mandments ... 

“Lest when thou hast eaten and art 
full . . . then thine heart be lifted up, 
and thou forget the Lord thy God... 
who led thee through that great and 
terrible wilderness . . . that he might 
humble thee, and that he might prove 
thee, to do thee good at thy latter end; 
and thou say in thine heart, My power 
and the might of mine hand hath got- 
ten me this wealth. 

“But thou shalt remember the Lord 
thy God: for it is he that giveth thee 
power to get wealth” (Deut. 8:2, 3, 11, 
12, 14-18). 

Israel recognized that it was God’s 
good hand which brought them through; 
that He who had allowed them to be 
brought low had not allowed them to be 
overwhelmed, and had raised them up. 
They recognized that it was God who had 
given them the victory. 


— WE CAN DO ALL THIS as 
we review the past. The path by which 
we have been led was a hard path, and 
yet we did not utterly fall. The same 
hand which led us and held us up in 
those days has now brought us into the 
promised land of victory. We do well to 
recognize this fact and make sure we do 
not forget it. And our predominant feel- 
ing today should surely be one of deep 
gratitude to the One who has lifted us up 
out of a horrible pit and the miry clay, to 
set our feet upon a rock, and established 
our goings. He has also put a new song 
in our mouths, even praise to our God. 
This should surely be the burden of our 
song in this day of vietory. 

It is right and proper that we should 
express our warm-hearted gratitude to 
those gallant men who have faced death 
for us, and especially to those who have 
given their lives for us. But we do well 
to remember that behind all human 
effort it is God, and God alone, who is the 
giver of victory. The battle is not ours, 
but God’s. And herein lies a danger, for 
in the hour of success we are only too apt 
to forget the One who has given us suc- 
cess. We need to beware of this danger. 

Listen again to an exhortation of 
Moses in his review of the situation: 

“Beware ... lest when thou hast 
eaten and art full... thine heart be 
lifted up, and thou forget the Lord thy 

God ... who led thee through that 

. .. Wilderness . . . to do thee good at 

thy latter end; and thou say in thine 

heart, My power ... hath gotten me 
this wealth.” 

That is a danger which we must avoid. 
Because, after all, we still need His help 
to win the Pacific war, to say nothing of 
the solving of the problems of the peace. 


May WE NOT BE SO BLIND to 
the lessons of the past that we fail to 
apply them to the problems of the future. 
Most of us have had proofs in this war, 
as in other wars, of the way in which 
God can help us, and how real and prac- 
tical that help has been. The British em- 
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pire has had unmistakable proofs of it in 
the last five years. The deliverance of 
Dunkirk has made an impression which 
will not be forgotten, when we saw the 
impossible happen, and, to quote the 
words of the psalmist, “the snare was 
broken, and we have escaped.” 

We cannot forget the unmistakable 
way in which God helped us in the battle 
of Britain, when again a great deliver- 
ance was accorded us. We cannot forget 
(I certainly cannot) God’s deliverance in 
the battle of Malta, when in spite of our 
weakness and isolation, and in spite of 
the enemy’s strength, and other adverse 
factors, Malta did not fall into their 
hands. 

But trust in God, and the realization 
of His help, do not justify us in sitting 
back and taking our ease. God expects us 
to do our part to the limit of our powers. 
As a military leader of old put it, “We 
made our prayer to our God, and set a 
watch.” That is the right combination. 
As another soldier, in more recent times, 
said, “Trust in God, and keep your pow- 
der dry.” 

So today we look back at the past and 
see with deep thankfulness the way God 
has led us. We acknowledge that the vic- 
tory we have gained is His good gift to 
us—a gift which we must surely use in a 
way that will please Him. We have been 
fighting for righteousness. We must see 
to it that righteousness shall be the key- 
note of our national and individual lives 
in the future. God tells us that it is 
righteousness which exalts a nation. 

And we look forward with confidence, 
knowing that He who has helped us in 
the past will help us in the future, if we 
seek His help. And we are determined 
that we give every ounce of strength we 
have to complete the task which has been 
intrusted to us, remembering always that 
our efforts must be in vain unless they 
are blessed by Him. 


‘io IS A DAY OF VICTORY. Our 
thoughts perhaps go back to another 
even greater day of victory, which seemed 
to the world at the time to be one of 
utter defeat. Nineteen hundred years ago, 
when the Son of God died upon the cross 
of Calvary, the greatest victory of all 
time was won. It was then that the power 
of sin was broken once for all, and any 
poor human sinner, however bad He 
might be, might gain eternal deliverance 
from the penalty and power of sin, and 
become a child of God through faith in 
Jesus Christ. The effects of that victory 
will last forever, and untold millions have 
proved its power. 

As we now face the future with its diffi- 
culties and problems, we surely need to 
remember this stupendous fact, and to 
insure that the One who gained that 
greatest of all victories is not excluded 
from our lives and plans, whether of 
individuals or nations. It is only as we 
allow Him to enter into and to control 
our lives that we can really face these 
problems with assurance, because He 
only is the only solution to the world’s 
problems.

CHRISTIAN ATHLETICS 

Part of the Greek culture, which Paul 
made his own at the Greek university, 
was athletics. Writing chiefly to Greeks, 
Paul used an abundance of illustrations 
from this department of Greek life. 

The word “race” (I Cor. 9:24) is from 
oradvov (Stadion), from which we get our 
word “stadium.” The stade was a race 
course 606% feet long, and the word came 
to mean a race because the track at 
Olympis was that size. 

Paul uses the figure of a race to illus- 
trate the life of Christian service. “Striv- 
eth for the mastery” (v. 25) is from 
aywvritoua. (agonizomai), which refers to 
an athlete contending in the Greek 
games. “Is temperate” is from éyxparetoua 
(egkrateuomai), “to be self-controlled, to 
conduct oneself temperately.” Here it re- 
fers to the ten months’ preparatory train- 
ing, and the practice in the gymnasium 
immediately before the games. 

The training was largely dietary. Epic- 
tetus said, “Thou must be orderly, living 
on spare food, abstain from confections; 
make a point to exercise at the appointed 
time, in heat and in cold; nor drink cold 
water or wine at a hazard.” Horace said, 
“The youth who would win in the race 
hath borne and done much, he hath 
sweat and been cold; he hath abstained 
from love and from wine.” Tertullian, 
commending the example of athletes to 
the persecuted Christians, says, “They 
are constrained, harassed, weary.” 

If an athlete goes through ten months 
of rigorous training, which involves rigid 
self-denial, and a life of separation and 
much hardship, in order that he might 
compete in a contest that may last a few 
minutes, a chaplet of oak leaves that 
fades the mext day, should not a Chris- 
tian be willing to subject himself to just 
as rigid discipline and life of self-denial 
and separation, in order that he might 
serve the Lord Jesus in an acceptable 
manner? If we Christians would exercise 
as much care and self-denial and rigidly 
hold to a life of separation as did the 
Greek athlete, what powerful, successful, 
God-giorifying lives we would live! 

“Keep under” (v. 27) is from irwmatw 
(hupopiazo), “to give one a black eye.” 
The Greek boxer wore a pair of fur-lined 
gloves covered with cowhide which were 
loaded with iron and lead. If we Chris- 
tians would be as energetic against and 
unsparing of sin in our lives, as the Greek 
boxer was of his opponent, and would 
strike with the same devastating force, 
sin would soon be cleared out and stay 
out. 

“Castaway” (v. 27) is from dédxtuos 
(adokimos), referring to the disqualifying 
of an athlete because he broke training 
rules. A Christian sometimes wonders 
why God sets him aside in his Christian 
service. The answer is, “Disqualified, 
broke training rules.”

CONCERNING THE CHAPLAINCY 

The chaplaincy is a ministry that is 
varied and pregnant with possibilities. 
In this brief discussion, I’ll simply touch 
on various phases of the job as they come 
to mind, not necessarily mentioning them 
in the order of their importance. 

When a chaplain is assigned to an or- 
ganization previously without one, every- 
body is rather skeptical as to his work. 
Because of the obvious innocency of the 
general run of clergymen to worldly 
stratagems, the chaplain is more or less 
sized up as an easy mark in more than 
one way. He is soon put to the test, how- 
ever, and a fairly good working knowl- 
edge of Army regulations, plus a little 
intestinal fortitude will prove invaluable. 

The first few months will be spent in 
trying to develop the confidence of the 
men in the organization to which one 
is assigned. If their respect is won, the 
worst sinners in the group will attend 
services on Sunday. A little faith, hope 
and charity on the part of the chaplain 
will produce abundant returns. 

The chaplain’s assistant can be of great 
help. If he is a good, sensible Christian 
and is held in high esteem, it will be an 
advantage. A chaplain can make the 
position of his assistant a coveted place, 
or it can be made a joke. If my assistant 
should be lost in action, how many ap- 
plications for the job would I have the 

*next day? The answer to this question 
will determine how high he stands in 
the estimation of the men. 

The spiritual ministry to soldiers is, 
of course, the chaplain’s primary func- 
tion.. It is a marvelous thing that our 
government has made this part of the 
work foremost. We are urged to be spir- 
itual and to win men to Christ. In one 
of the publications from ETO headquar- 
ters is found this passage: 

“The rush and movement of the pres- 
ent campaign have kept many of us 
chasing the sapphires and forgetting the 
diamond. There is no objection to an 
active life, but care must be exercised to- 
insure that the activity is for the giory 
of God and the salvation of souls, Field 
work has a tendency to case the chap- 
lain to drop to the common Ievel of 
naturalism. Let us beware!” 

What a marvelous injunction! Every 
chaplain surely has a field “white unto 
harvest.” What a calling! What a job! 
What a ministry! 

One can make spiritual advances by 
preaching the gospel at formal and in- 
forme! services. Then there are heart-to- 





heart talks on the highways and in the 
byways—here, there and everywhere. One 
evening while out in a field, several men, 
sitting on a pile of supplies, professed 
faith in Christ. Many times a man’s 
material needs will be the lead to his 
spiritual needs. I feel a tremendous 
spiritual responsibility for all these men. 
When I think that I may be the only 
means available to God, I am constrained 
to speak a word in season and out of 
season. And the fruit of this seed sown 
in the hearts of these men from a multi- 
tude of homes will prove a rejoicing in 
eternity. 

As a chaplain in a field hospital my 
contact is with direct battle casualities, 
and it is a privilege to be of help and 
comfort to them. Deliverance by the 
power of God is the order of the day. 
One sergeant in the combat zone told me 
this: “None of us [about five in his ack- 
ack crew] attended church before enter- 
ing the Army, and circumstances forbid 
it now. We all felt ashamed to go to serv- 
ices when we got into danger, so I just 
took the responsibility upon myself and 
prayed for my men and myself. I encour- 
aged them to pray for me, and said I’d 
return the favor.” 

When we face God and eternity we get 
rid of a lot of ballast, and the things that 
seem worth fighting for sort themselves 
out and become real. 

Just as I finished writing these lines, 
there was a timid knock at my Office door. 
We happen to be set up in buildings now. 
A man who had spent more than a hun- 
dred days in. combat came in, introduced 
himself, and sat down to talk. He told me 
he just didn’t know where to go, and felt 
that I might be able to give him some 
word of help to carry on. We read the 
Bible, cried, prayed, and laughed, all in 
the space of an hour. He accepted Christ 
as his Saviour and left again for the 
front, willing, and I believe able, to whip 
his weight in wildcats. 

Some day I’m going to preach a sermon 
from this text: “Because they have no 
changes, therefore they fear not God” 
(Ps. 55:19). A man can become so se- 
curely established in his work that ad- 
venture becomes a foreign element. One 
cannot turn one’s back for long on the 
bright face of danger. One never knows 
what thrills, sorrows, problems, chal- 
lenges, embarrassments, jams, and all 
sorts of news and changes may be wait- 
ing around the corner. This constant 
frontal attack of change has proved to 
be a spiritual tonic in my own life. 

What a blessing and what a privilege 
it has been to be a chaplain in this man’s 
Army! Nearly half of my time in the 
Army has been spent overseas. Others 
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will agree with me that the chaplain who 
has served only in the States has missed 
out on 90 per cent of the blessing. The 
possibilities for a spiritual ministry over 
here are tremendous, and many a chap- 
lain is having a field day. 

It is my conviction that any man who 
hopes to be of lasting blessing should 
never quit school. I count myself fortu- 
nate that I received my formal education 
in obscure colleges. Consequently, I left 
the classrooms feeling deeply my lack of 
learning, and this has been a blessing to 
me. I started studying to show myself 
approved the day I left college, and to 
this day my most intimate friends are my 
‘books and midnight oil. A chaplain can- 
not adequately meet the demands of his 
job who is not continually hacking away 
constructively on himself. I am _ very 
happy in my work.—F.E.E., 54th Field 
Hospital.

WILL THE END OF THE WAR 
BRING REVIVAL? 

i ey question is being asked by many 

of the Lord’s people in our country. 
The other day, I came across a discussion 
of the question in a New York Observer 
dated 1865, immediately at the close of 
the War Between the States. Most of it 
is remarkably relevant to our own times. 
Here are some quotations: 

“The hope has been expressed that 
after the war the blessing of peace will 
be followed by a widespread revival of 
religion. Some have based this hope on the 
religious influences exerted in connection 
with the Army; others on the fact that 
the sovereignty and power of God have 
been made terribly evident during the 
past four years. Others have founded 
their hope, especially in the South, upon 
the natural turning of the heart to God 
in trouble, calamity, and defeat.” 

The New York Observer goes en to say: 
“But we would that we might add to 
these an increased spirit of prayer on 
the part of all Christians. Never was a 
work presented to the Christian Church 
demanding such a measure of prayer and 
labor as the state of our country and our 
Church today. [This last sentence aptly 
describes the condition of Britain and 
Europe in~1945.] Never was there so 
great a demand for the wisdom which 
cometh from above. 

“To insure’ reconciliation between 
North and South [we would say between 
the Allies and their enemies], to promote 
union of heart and action in all good and 
noble objects; to secure the elevation of 
degraded masses of both blacks and 
whites, who need education, civilization, 
and the gospel, to bind the Christian 
Church, to lift up a standard against 
lawlessness, following on the heels of 
war, unless holy influences are immedi- 
ately opposed to them, this is but a part 
of the work which must be done by the 
Church. And that she might be girded 
with might and with wisdom, she needs 
a new baptism from on high.” 

The article ended with a call to prayer, 
which, we trust, will be repeated today: 
“We make, then, a loud and earnest Call 





‘for prayer to the God of heaven, that He 


will fulfill our hopes, and pour out His 
Spirit, and bless the land through which 
He has marched in indignation for the 
past four years, with a revival of pure 
religion.”

largely from Memoirs, which he says were 
written by the apostles and their com- 
panions and followers. “Between the 
writing of Justin and the writing of 
Irenaeus there cannot have been more 
than forty years, possibly not more than 
thirty. That our Gospels—and no others 
—were in the hands of Irenaeus, and uni- 
versally accepted as apostolic, we know.” 

This testimony does not represent iso- 
lated statements by Irenaeus and Justin 
Martyr, but of the whole Church at that 
time, and proves that the four Gospels 
had been received as original and author- 
itative from a period clearly before the 
end of the first century. 

The record is strengthened by the fact 
that, by the middle of the second century, 
translations of the four Gospels existed 
in Syria, in the Far East, and in Latin 
among the Roman colonists in Africa. 
These basal facts are in harmony with 
later developments. 

There are four epistles which all critics, 
even the most hostile, confess to be genu- 
ine—Romans I and II Corinthians and 
Galatians. Even Renan says that “they 
possess absolute authenticity, thorough 
sincerity, and freedom from legendary 
corruption.” 

These letters of Paul and the four Gos- 
pels are in harmony. The Gospels form 
the basis of the entire structure which is 
built up in the letters; and Gospels and 
epistles form the great bulwark of the 
faith all down the ages. 


Tx WRITER OF THESE LINES, 
looking over some old church records 
(Carley St. Baptist Church, Leicester) 
came across the name of Thomas Cooper 
as having been received into membership 
in the last century. Now Thomas Cooper 
wrote a book which had a great vogue 
some generations ago. The Bridge of His- 
tory gave a popular outline of the cen- 
turies of the Christian era, joining them 
all in witness and in worship, and proving 
the continuity of the Church all down 
the years. 

The historical sense demands such a 
bridge; all who seek to understand the 
ages of the past can understand only as 
they see that history is His story. 


Spiritual work is taxing work, and men 
are loathe to do it. Praying, true praying, 
costs an outlay of serious attention and 
of time, which flesh and blood do not 
relish. Few persons are made of such 
strong fiber that they will make a costly 
outlay when surface work will pass as 
well in the market. We can habituate 
ourselves to our beggarly praying until it 
looks well to us, at least it keeps up a 
decent form and quiets conscience—the 
deadliest of opiates! We can slight our 
praying, and not realize the peril till the 
foundations are gone. Hurried devotions 
make weak faith, feeble convictions, 
questionable piety. To be little with God 
is to be little for God. To cut short the 
praying makes the whole religious char- 
acter short, scrimp, niggardly and sloven- 
ly.—E. M. Bounds.

HEY say now, “All that we have ex- 
perienced becomes somewhat clearer.

Now 
it seems to be clearer that God is using 
this catastrophe to revive His Church.”

and those who suffered most have been 
deepened and strengthened in their 
spiritual life. The Church has become the 
conscience of the nation, frankly out- 
spoken in its condemnation of wrong; 
and we now have a rich harvest of state- 
ments and declarations by the churches 
concerning the bases and criteria of 
social and national and international 
order. For a long time the Church had 
not done that. Its silence has been one 
of the causes of the present disorder. But 
now in Europe the churches have dis- 
covered that they have a message to 
proclaim to states and nations.—Bible 
Society Record.

IN DARKEST AMERICA! 

On an average of two or three times 
a week an unusual funeral procession can 
be seen heading from Chicago to a plot 
fourteen miles west of the city. 

The funerals are unusual because they 
are for pets, and to date about a thou- 
sand small graves cover the site of the 
Illinois Pet Cemetery. Buried there, be- 
side dogs and cats, are six parrots, five 
monkeys, a turtle, a rooster, a dove, and 
several canaries. 

Devotion to their pets is sometimes so 
intense that the owners may seem to 
overstep the bounds of propriety. 

The funeral of a monkey owned by a 





Maywood couple, for example, was pre- 
ceded by a three-day wake and four 
small boys served as pallbearers. 

The most elaborate, however, was for a 
fourteen-year-old spitz named Queenie. 
The limousine in which the dog’s body 
was carried, in a silk and plush-lined 
casket, was followed by a cortege of four- 
teen automobiles, and there were four- 
teen floral pieces at the grave. 

One manufacturer of rubber powder 
puffs had his dog’s casket lined with 
them. 

Each weekend brings a number of 
visitors to the cemetery to place flowers 
on the graves. “One woman whose three- 
month-old puppy was buried there comes 
regularly regardless of the weather,” the 
pet undertaker remarked. “In midwinter 
I’ve seen her wading through snowdrifts, 
walking more than a mile from the bus 
line to sit by the side of the grave.”— 
Chicago Daily News. 





DANGER IN EUROPE 


Starving Chinese declined the food of- 
fered to them, but asked instead for 
something to revitalize their ‘appetites. 
They had suffered so long from the lack 
of food that they could no longer feel 
the pangs of hunger! A restored appetite 
was needed, rather than the food to sat- 
isfy it. : 

How strikingly that illustrates the need 
of those who have never tasted, or who 
have been long without, the Bread of 
life!

Is it not true that already in the 
camps of most religious isms there is 
feverish preparation to flood the nations 
and peoples of Europe with their own pe- 
culiar brand of notions, and to swamp 
the market of the nations with their spe- 
cial religious vitamins?—Charles Lukesh, 
in European Harvest Field. 





THE WAR AND THE HOSPITAL 


The war has had lots of results. It has 
brought us closer to the people, and them 
to us. We have this in common at least, 
that we disapprove of what the Germans 
are doing. Demands on the Mason Me- 
morial Hospital grew beyond all our pre- 
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vious ideas, and soon we were like a 
small boy trying to wear trousers two 
years too small for him. We actually had 
a hundred and twenty-seven patients in 
this venerable institution at once. We 
can care respectably for about seventy- 
five. 

In a free and easy caravanserai such 
as the Mason Memorial, the dirt content 
per square inch increases geometrically 
with the density of the patient popula- 
tion. Even those of us who had been vul- 
canized by long exposure to the East 
knew that something had to be done. 
There are parts of the hospital yard that 
are swept twice a day now. Some of the 
wards ought to be swept ten times a day. 

It is great to be popular. It inflates the 
ego. Moreover, we hope at least that a 
crowded dirty and happy hospital is a 
better instrument for the spreading of 
the gospel than a clean, unpopular and 
empty one. In such a hospital the oppor- 
tunities to illustrate Christ have literally 
no limits. The opportunities to present 
Him and His teachings carefully and well 
are far beyond our time and strength. It 
is a pleasure to see how cordially such 
efforts are received. Men’s minds are 
preoccupied with the war, but they wel- 
come, perhaps more than ever, a word 
from a different world, even if they find 
it impossible to accept, or even to com- 
pletely understand. They are glad to 
listen, and some of them open their 
hearts and gain a real vision of Christ.—

REVIVAL MUST HAVE PRIORITY

Who wants 
money; fork over your cigarettes!” 

And that one can be topped by another 
cigarette slave. To complete a deal for a 
goodly-sized piece of ground—a valuable 
plot—four cartons of cigarettes were ac- 
cepted in lieu of cold cash. 

Lincoln freed the slaves in his time, but 
now the time is ripe for another great 
emancipator to free men from the habit- 
forming poison of tobacco. They who 
pride themselves as being of the intelli- 
gentsia; they who pride themselves as 
being masters of the most technical ma- 
chines; they who pride themselves as 
being so advanced and progressive in so 
many ways—they now stand in the pour- 
ing rain, staking their health on the 
chance of getting one pack of cigarettes 
which they will then puff away before the 
dawn of another day.—The War Cry.

THE CHURCH AND TITHES 
B.C.T., Klamath Falls, Ore. 

Question: Will you please give your 
view of the statement (as seen recently 
in a tract) that all of our tithe belongs 
rightfully only to the church of our af- 
filiation, and that contributions to other 
causes should be beyond that tithe’ 

Answer: There is no basis for such 
a statement in the Scriptures, nor does 
the law of the tithe among the children 
of Israel afford a precedent for such a 
practice. There was a totally different 
organization of the nation as a theocracy, 
and a totally different economy, so that 
Malachi 3:10 has no force in this respect. 
Certainly the conditions of life in the 
Old Testament among the children of 
Israel cannot apply to the Church today. 
Apart from a few references to the Jews 
in the Gospels and in the book of He- 
brews, the tithe is not even mentioned 
in the New Testament. Here giving is 
governed by a far higher principle, sig- 
nificantly set forth in II Corinthians 8 
as the giving of ourselves first to the 
Lord (v. 5), and then we abound in the 
giving of our means. But no laws are 
laid down, although since the tithe was 
in effect before the law of Moses, we infer 
that should be a guide for us, and in 
many cases merely a minimum. The 
Church could use a whole tithe to good 
effect, no doubt, but there is certainly 
no law or precedent which prevents the 
dividing of a tithe, as many earnest and 
devout Christians feel the Lord leads.

“CREATED FOR HELL’ 
Question: It was said in our meeting 
that Pharaoh and Judas were “created 
by God for hell”; that they could not 
possibly repent and be converted because 
born to be thus doomed. I cannot believe 
such fatalism. 

Answer: The Scriptures certainly do 
not teach that any person was “created 
for hell.” Hell was prepared for the devil 
and his angels (Matt. 25:41), and only 
those who, in rejecting the Lord Jesus, 
have their part with the devil and his 
angels, will enter the eternal fire and 
lake of fire prepared for them. Even a 
passage like Romans 9:17 does not neces- 
sarily mean that God created Pharaoh 
for hell, but only that in the providence 
of God, he was allowed to become what 
he was, to be a Pharaoh and to exercise 
power, that the power and the glory of 
God might be revealed through him. 
The entire passage in no sense denies 
human freedom and, therefore, human 
responsibility. It is impossible to doubt 
that the Spirit of God makes overtures 
to persons and that these overtures may 
be rejected (Heb. 6:4-9). Our decisions 
for Christ are free decisions; and our 
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faith also, though given to us by God in 
the first place, is freely exercised by us. 
Those who harden their hearts, as did 
Pharaoh and Judas, are simply sentenced 
to have their own way. This is a prin- 
ciple which is written into our very con- 
stitution, both physical and spiritual 
(Matt. 25:29).

THE CREATION ACCOUNT 
J.E.W., Harvey, Iil. 


Questions: (1) Are there two differ- 
ent accounts of creation, in Genesis 1 and 
2? And if so, which is correct? (2) What 
difference is there in the use of the name 
God in chapter 1 and Lord God in chap- 
ter 2? 


Answers: (1) The Bible is the inspired 
Word of God, and there is no question 
here of correctness of any part, except in 
the minds of some so-called higher 
critics. Genesis 1 gives an account of the 
entire creation, including that of man. 
Chapter 2 continues the narrative with 
the more detailed account of the creation 
of man as its main thread. 

(2) The difference in the names of God 
here is certainly not based on any liter- 
ary considerations, as claimed by some. 
The difference has spiritual meaning. 
The name God (Elohim) (ch. 1) denotes 
the sovereign power and wisdom of God, 
and His absolute authority as Creator 
and Ruler of the universe. The name 
Jehovah (Jehovah-Elohim) (ch. 2) is 
most appropriate and significant in con- 
nection with man. It denotes God’s being 
and nature. It is the expression of God 

,in His essential moral and spiritual at- 
tributes, and thus sets forth His special 
relationship to man, who is a rational, 
moral and spiritual being. This name 
suggests that man, who is capable of 
knowing God, and, as made in God’s im- 
age, is like Him, is a morally responsible 
creature.

THE AUTHORIZED VERSION 
J.S., Chicago, Iil. 


Question: Does the Authorized Ver- 
sion of the Bible differ very much from 
the original Hebrew and Greek, and how 
does it compare with modern versions? 

Answer: The Authorized or King 
James Version of the Bible is faithful and 
reliable in its translation of the original 
languages with only minor exceptions. 
Some of these exceptions are due to the 
fact that it is written in seventeenth cen- 
tury English, many words of which have 
changed their meaning now, or fallen 
into disuse. Other exceptions are due to 
certain ancient and medieval prejudices 
inherited by the translators which led 
them sometimes to interpret rather than 






translate a word here and there. For 
these reasons meanings are sometimes 
obscure. But it is thoroughly dependable 
in its setting forth of God’s revelation to 
man, especially in the great and vital 
doctrines of our faith. In this respect it 
is far more trustworthy than some of the 
more modern, or shorter, versions of the 
Bible, which though clearer in some re- 
spects may not be as trustworthy.

RENEWED TO REPENTANCE 
C.C.B., Annapolis, Ill. 

Question: Will you please explain 
Hebrews 6:4-6. Who are they of whom it 
is said, “It is impossible for those wh 
were once enlightened .. . if they fal 


away, to renew them again unto re- 
pentance?” 


Answer: This epistle was directed to 
Jewish Christians and to the Jewish peo- 
ple as a whole living in the land of Pal- 
estine before the destruction of the Tem- 
ple, so it has something of a nationalistic 
aspect. The people particularly addressed 
here are not believers, although inter- 
ested and seekers, yet all the striking 
terms mentioned in this passage could be 
applied to them. For of that whole na- 
tion to which had been committed the 
oracles of God (Rom. 3:2) it could cer- 
tainly be said that they had been “en- 
lightened,” and had “tasted of the heav- 
enly gift,” and even “made partakers of 
the Holy Ghost” (who certainly had been 
manifested among them throughout their 
history), and had “tasted the good word 
of God, and the powers of the age to 
come.” 

That they were not believers is borne 
out by Hebrews 10:39, which makes a 
contrast between those spoken of in He- 
brews 6:4-6 and those who were genuine 
believers. For genuine believers are not 
those who shrink back to loss as these 
were doing, but those who have faith 
unto the saving of the soul. The writer 
was exhorting such to go on from the ele- 
mentary things of Judaism which en- 
abled them to grasp the principles of 
Christ (6:1, 2) and to enter into the full- 
ness of faith. To turn their backs upon 
Him after all this, as they were tempted 
to do because of the persecutions of the 
Temple against the Church, would be to 
irrevocably harden their hearts against 
the truth and so to render repentance to 
life impossible. That this was true of 
the nation as a whole is evidenced by the 
destruction of the Temple and their exile 
from the land very soon after, and by 
their spiritual condition to this day. It 
may well be that there were even then 
many nominal professors within the 

Church, whom the writer had particu- 
larly in mind and whom he sought to en- 
courage to genuine faith and acceptance. 
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THE CHRISTIAN’S WORK AND 
REWARD

Question: Please explain what is 
meant in I Corinthians 3:12 by the gold, 
silver, precious stones, wood, hay, stub- 
ble built upon the foundation. 


Answer: The above materials men- 
tioned in this passage refer to the quality 
of a Christian’s life and service built 
upon the foundation of faith and salva- 
tion in Christ (3:11). There is a day 
coming when the work of every Christian 
will be tried to see of what character and 
quality it is (Rom. 14:12). The highest 
kind of Christian life and work is, of 
course, described by the gold, and the 
lower by the other materials mentioned. 
But those who are represented by the 
wood, hay and stubble will have nothing 
to show in that day which will try our 
work as by fire (3:13), although they 
shall be saved. Surely it is such to whom 
the Lord Jesus referred as being ashamed 
at His coming (I John 2:28; see also 
Phil. 1:20). As Christians it is incumbent 
upon us to make the most of our new 
life in Christ Jesus. We are created in 
Him to good works (Eph. 2:10) which we 
are to perform.

THE MIZPAH BENEDICTION 
O.J.P., Alta, Iowa 


Question: Does the following quota- 
tion, which I have heard at the close of 
meetings, appear in the Bible, and if so 
where? “The Lord watch between me 
and thee, while we are absent one from 
another.” 


Answer: This quotation appears in 
Genesis 31:49. It is frequently used at 
the close of young people’s meetings and 
is called the Mizpah benediction from 
the word “watch,” which in the Hebrew 
is Mizpeh. Nothing could be more in- 
appropriate as a benediction for such 
gatherings. It was an expression of dis- 
trust of Jacob on the part of Laban who 
would have taken Jacob and his posses- 
sions back hy force, no doubt, had it not 
been that God prohibited him from 
harming Jacob (31:24). The word “ab- 
sent” is more properly “hidden,” and 
the whole expression is a sort of injunc- 
tion or covenant to refrain from harming 
one another while out of sight. Surely a 
benediction, even apart from a wrong 
understanding of this verse, ought to be 
based on something more positive and 
pleasant. 





I am not half so much afraid that 
intellectual doubts and the formulated, 
conscious disbelief of this generation will 
affect Christian people, as I am afraid 
of the unconscious drift sweeping them 
away before they know. The writer of 
the Epistle to the Hebrews has a solemn 
figure in regard to this matter. He says: 
“Let us take the more earnest heed to the 
things which we have heard, lest at any 
time we should drift past them.” And 
that is exactly what befalls Christian 
men and women who do not continually 
renew their familiarity with God’s Word 
and the gospel to which they trust. Be- 
fore they know where they are, the 
silent-flowing, swift stream has swept 
them away.—Alexander Maclaren.

GOD’S PURPOSE FOR ABRAHAM 
Genesis 12:1-9 
Golden Text: In thee shall all 
families of the earth be blessed — 
Genesis 12:3 


“ARATION, Which means release from 

he influence of those things which 
hinder full development, is a _ blessing 
even though it may be difficult. God had 
a great purpose in mind for Abram, but 
to accomplish it He had to get him out 
of his own country, away from the down- 
ward pull of heathendom, and out into 
a new adventure of faith with Him. 

We recently (April 15) studied Abra- 
ham as one of the heroes of faith, and 
are today concerned primarily with God’s 
purpose for his life. God has a plan for 
the life of each of us, and for this man, 
Abraham, in whom the whole world was 
to be blessed, He had an unusual and 
important destiny. 

Down in the midst of those who wor- 
shiped the heavenly bodies was a man 
who had found that there was no satis- 
faction for his soul in such worship. He 
had found the true God, and was ready 
to respond to His call. We find Abram 


I. Hearing God’s Call (vv. 1-3). 

Men who have been used to accomplish 
great and good things in the world have, 
like Abraham, been willing to step out 
into the dark. They have not foreseen 
greatness nor even striven for it, but 
have gone out at God’s call, obeying Him 
day by day, and He has been responsible 
for the outworking of their destiny. 

How important it is to have the listen- 
ing ear, and the obedient heart. He was 
attentive to God’s word, and willing to 
take Him at His word. 

Abram was strongly attached to his 
homeland. He was a man of such strength 
of character and obvious ability, that he 
undoubtedly held a place of real impor- 
tance in his own country. To leave that 
and go out to an unknown destination 
(Heb. 11:8) called for real faith—and 
Abram had it! 


God had a purpose in calling him out 
—the establishment of a great nation. 
Through Abram all the nations of the 
earth were to be blessed. That stupen- 
dous eventuality hung in the balance un- 
til he decided to obey God, and we are 
glad he did. 


When God takes anything from us, we 
can be sure that He is planning a greater 
blessing to take its place. Material loss 
often brings spiritual blessing. Separa- 
tion from family may give a broader re- 
lationship to others. Sacrifice for the 
Lord’s service brings hundredfold re- 
turns (Matt. 19:29).

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II. Responding to God’s Com- 
mand (vv. 4-6). 

As the Lord spoke, so Abram departed. 
He was to be the channel of God’s bless- 
ing, and he put himself in God’s hand 
for His use. The life of each of us may, 
in its own way, be the channel of God’s 
blessings to those round about us; but 
only if we, like Abram, respond to His 
call. 

The migration of Abram from Chaldea 
to Canaan is one of the most important 
events in all history. It was one of the 
grand turning points in the story of the 
human race. 

It was no simple venture, not. just a 
bit of an adventure. It involved the mov- 
ing of the entire family, the great flocks 
and all the possessions of this well-estab- 
lished man of affairs. 

The fact that Abram took with him 
his entire family into the promised land, 
reminds us that we are not to go alone 
into the Lord’s heavenly kingdom. We 
are to take our families with us. 

Note also that Abram brought his sub- 
stance, his riches, with him. That tells 
us anew that when a man comes into 
the household of God through Jesus 
Christ, he is to bring his purse with him. 
Consecrate your substance as well as 
yourself and your service to God. 

The journey of Abram ended (v. 6) 
in what is said to be the most beautiful 
spot in all of Palestine—but even here 
difficulty faced him, for “the Canaanite 
was then in the land.” 

Even so, the Christian life is not one 
of ease and idleness, but of heroic en- 
deavor and victory. The Promised Land 
is a type, not of heaven, but of the 
Christian’s life and experience. We, too, 


, find the Canaanite in the land. ‘There is 


a constant struggle with the world, the 
flesh and the devil; but there is victory 
in Christ. 

: a Receiving God’s Blessing (vv. 

God kept His promise to Abram. True 
he did not see the entire fulfillment of 
it, but is that necessary to the man of 
faith? God says it, we believe it; it be- 
comes our present possession by faith, 
though the enjoyment of it may be yet 
to come. 

Note that wherever Abram pitched his 
tent, he built an altar. He was not too 
hurried or too busy to remember God. 
We, too, are pilgrims and strangers in 
this world. Let us not fail to raise an 
altar to God. Wherever we may be, let 
us leave a testimony for Him. 

Having built the altar, Abram “called 
upon the name of the Lord.” His was not 
a formal, impersonal expression of re- 
ligious feeling, but a personal fellowship 
with God. 

For such a man, God could well have 
a high purpose. He was among that 
noble company who in all ages have 


“simply obeyed each day the divine or- 
ders which were given them, took each 
day the way of prayer, of righteousness, 
of duty; content if they had light enough 
fer that and the next step, leaving to a 
higher will all that should come after. 
And God charged Himself with their 
destiny” (J. G. Greenhough).

ABRAHAM?’S PRACTICE OF 
BROTHERHOOD 
Genesis 13:1-12 


Golden Text: Let there be no 
strife, I pray thee, between me and 
- thee ... for we be brethren— 
Genesis 13:8 


poe and strife have so long been 
the daily portion of so much of man- 
kind that it is quite appropriate we re- 
call today that God’s plan for mankind 
is brotherhood and kindness. 

As we study the contrasting selfishness 
of Lot, we see the true generosity of 
Abram and the brotherly love which 
prompted it in bold relief. In a world 
where men reckon even their friendships 
as something which must yield some 
financial return, it is good to stress the 
fact that kindness and sacrifice are rec- 
ognized and rewarded by God. 

Abram, after dwelling for a time in 
Canaan, had gone down into Egypt be- 
cause of a famine in his own land. After 
many trying experiences, he returned to 
his promised land and there he pros- 
pered mightily under the good hand of 
God. Unlike many who forget God when 
they become rich, we find Abram 


I. Meeting Prosperity with Godli- 
ness (vy. 1-4). 

Abram “was very rich.” That would be 
almost enough to constitute a spiritual 
obituary notice for many a man’s spir- 
itual life. The sands of time are strewn 
with the wreckage of the lives of men 
who began well, who struggled nobly, and 
who made shipwreck of all that was 
worthwhile in life because they became 
rich. 

But Abram did not let his riches come 
between him and God. He sought out 
the altar which he had first built at 
Bethel, and there he called upon the 
name of the Lord once again. 

How wonderful to have an altar to 
come back to, to have the remembrance 
of past blessing to encourage present 
praise and petition. Some of us ought 
to get back to that altar which we once 
built in our homes, or our personal lives. 
Others should build an altar for the first 
time, so that in the hour of need they 
may have it awaiting them. 

Note then, that riches in themselves 
need not destroy a man’s character or 
spirituality if they are held as a gift 


from God, and for His glory. Meet grow- 
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ing prosperity with increased godliness 
and all will be well. 
Next we find Abram 


II. Meeting Problems with Kind- 
ness (vv. 5-9), 

Worldly possessions are not an un- 
mixed joy. They commonly bring with 
them new and perplexing problems. The 
less you have, the less you have to worry 
about. 

Abram’s riches, and those of Lot, were 
largely in flocks and herds. For them 
there had to be great areas of grazing 
land, and in the rocky section where they 
found themselves, grass was scarce. Re- 
sult? A fight between the herdsmen. 

Lot, the younger, should have taken 
the lead in meeting that situation, but 
his selfish heart was too small for that. 
But Abram, eager for peace and brotherly 
love, indicated at once his willingness to 
do anything necessary to preserve peace. 

One could not ask a finer indication 
of true bigness in a man. “Big men use 
their prestige to serve great ideals. 
Abram used his tremendous advantage 
to do a beautifully generous thing to 
eliminate strife. Not many men are big 
enough to follow this course” (W. R. 
White). 

Only God can make a man that big, 
but God can do it for any one of us. If 
Christian people would listen to the 
words of Abram, “we are brethren” (v. 
8), and put them into practice, there 
would be an immediate end to all the 
foolish strife which divides God’s people. 

There is no call for compromise with 
untruth, nor any occasion for softhearted 
generosity which will only spoil its re- 
cipients. We are talking about the hon- 
est and intelligent use of kindness and 
tact between brethren. When kindness 
meets problems, the problems disappear. 
Why not try it? 


III. Meeting Selfishness with Love 
(vv. 10-12). 

Lot made the typical choice of the 
worldly-minded man, the one which 
would give him the best return in dollars 
and cents. It seemed like a shrewd thing 
to do, but it resulted in disaster, for it 
meant pitching his tents over toward the 
wickedness of Sodom. 

Abram had to rescue Lot again and 
again from the results of his decision; 
but thus in love he met the arrogant 
selfishness of his foolish nephew. 

God rewarded Abram by a renewal of 
His covenant with him (Gen. 13:14-18). 
God understands and values the kind 
and thoughtful act, even though the 
world may ignore it or sneer at it. 

Lot probably did not intend to go all 
the way into wicked Sodom to live, but 
having once started that way, it was 
easy to go on and on. Even so Christians 
in our day may not intend to slip off 
into worldliness, but if they continue to 
pitch their tents toward Sodom, they will 
find themselves there one sad day. 

This may be done by seeking wealth or 
worldly advantage at the expense of as- 
sociation with unbelievers, or by some 
manipulations or maneuvers which will 
involve compromise. It may come about 
by reason of indulgence in worldly 
amusements which dull spiritual percep- 
tions and kill an appetite for the Word 
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of God and prayer. 

Abram is a character who “wears” well. 
We see him meeting one situation after 
another, and making the right choice. 
Oh, he was not perfect! His mistakes 
are noted in Scripture, and he suffered 
for them, too. But because his heart was 
fundamentally right, and he had a con- 
stant desire to do the will of God, he 
found his way through, and justified the 
name which God gave him—“the friend 
of God” (see James 2:23; Isa. 41:8). 
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GOD’S PROMISE OF A NATION 
Genesis 17:1-10 


Golden Text: I will establish my 
covenant between me and thee and 
thy seed after thee in their gener- 
ations for an everlasting covenant, 
to be & God unto thee, and to thy 
seed after thee—Genesis 17:7 


op keeps His promises. A quarter of 

a century had passed since He called 
Abram out of his homeland and gave 
him a promise. Abram had reached nine- 
ty years of age. It may have appeared 
that God had forgotten, but He had not, 
and in our lesson we find Him ready to 
fulfill His promise. 

We need to learn the lesson of pa- 
tience, of awaiting God’s time for the 
carrying out of His purpose. He is not 
in any hurry, but He always arrives on 
time. If we travel life’s way with Him, 
all will be well. 

Abram found the fullness of God’s 
blessing because he sought His will for 
life and service. We find him 


I. Walking in God’s Plan (vv. 1, 2). 

The place of blessing is not in some 
cloistered refuge where the circumstances 
of life and its problems cannot disturb 
us. It is out in the daily walk with God, 
in the home, the office, the shop. It is 
there that we are to find God’s plan for 
our lives. 

What is God’s plan for the life of the 
believer? Just what He told Abram: “Be 
thou perfect.” Nothing less will do, for 
He is a perfect God. His law is perfect 
(Ps. 19:7). He requires a perfect obedi- 
ence to the perfect law (James 2:10). 
This was His standard for Abram, and it 
can be no less for us. 

How shall we attain to it? Only in 
Christ can we meet and fulfill God’s plan 
of perfection. 

That means that as followers of the 
Lord we are to seek His power for the 
outworking of His grace in our lives. We 
are not to be content with a Christian 
life on a low standard or lacking any of 
the graces which God can give us. 

As Abram walked with God, it was pos- 
sible for the Lord to carry out His cove- 
nant. A covenant is a mutual agree- 
ment, and “can two walk together except 
they be agreed?” (Amos 3:3). 

We, too, must recognize that if God is 
to give us His full measure of blessing, 
we must walk in accord with His will, 
walking in the light as He is in the light 
(I John 1:7). Much of the failure and 
impotence of present day spiritual life 
is explained by the willingness of Chris- 
tians to live imperfect, low-level lives. 
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3-8). 

Abram fell on his face in adoration 
and worship. He did not accept God’s 
command and covenant as a casual thing. 
In reverence and humility, he put him- 
self in the place of subjection and service. 

What happened? “God talked with 
him” (v. 3). This man was ready for a 
holy conversation with the Lord. His at- 
titude of body was only the outward ex- 
pression of an attitude of heart which 
was right. So God and he talked about 
the purpose of the Lord for Abram’s life. 

He was to be the father of “a multitude 
of nations.” To betoken that fact, his 
name was changed. He had been Abram, 
which means, “exalted father,” that is, 
of a family or a tribe; now he became 
Abraham, “the father of a multitude.” 

This is the first of many instances in 
Scripture where a name was changed by 
God to mark an important event, or a 
change of heart. For example, Jacob 
“the supplanter” became Israel “a prince 
with God” (Gen. 32:28); Simon became 
Peter, “a rock” (Matt. 16:17, 18). 

The letter to the church at Pergamos 
speaks of the one who overcomes in 
Christ’s name as having a new name 
written which no man knows save he that 
receives it (Rev. 2:17).° The believer on 
Christ is a changed man, a new creature, 
whether his name be changed or not. God 
wants to change men—has He changed 
you? 

The promise is renewed to Abraham. It 
was to his “seed,” that is, his descend- 
ants. He took the blessing from God’s 
hand, accepting things that as yet were 
not, as though they were. God is able to 
make them come to pass (cf. Rom. 4:16- 
18). 


III. Trusting God’s Promise (vv. 
9, 10). 

Down through the ages every man in 
the great host to descend from Abraham 
was to bear the outward token that he 
belonged to the covenant people. This 
was to be a symbol of and to lead the 
recipient into that attitude of heart 
which would bring the outward rite into 
fulfillment as an inward reality. 

This token of relationship to the cove- 
nant was thus established long before the 
giving of the law to Moses, and should 
not, consequently, be regarded as asso- 
ciated with the works of the law, but 
with grace. Abraham was the father of 
all the faithful, and he, by faith, looked 
forward to the coming of Christ to which 
we now look back as an accomplished 
fact (read Rom. 4:1-4, 9-12). 

Observe that after Abraham, it was al- 
ways the parent who thus brought the 
son into the covenant. This speaks of 
the parental responsibility to bring the 
little children to the Lord, and it also 
gives us the precious assurance that God 
is interested in the children and ready 
to receive them at the hands of parents, 
taking them into His own tender care. 

Thus down through the generations, 
Israel was to show their faith in God, 
their assurance that He would keep His 
promises to them, and their consequent 
eagerness that their families should be 
counted into the covenant with God. 

Christ is ready and eager to undertake 
for our children. His grace is sufficient, 
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II. Talking of God’s Purpose (vv. 
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not only for us, but also for those who 
come after us. His promise is to our 
“children’s children” (Ps. 103:17, 18), “of 
such as keep his covenant.” Let us trust 
Him, and put ourselves and our children 
in that place of obedience where He may 
bless us and them. 





August 5 
ISAAC’S HERITAGE 
Genesis 24:10, 15-20, 34-36, 61-67 


Golden Text: I have a goodly 
heritage.—Psalm 16:6 


HE ordinary things of life become ex- 

traordinary when we recognize in 
them the outworking of the plan of God. 
Our lesson presents one of history’s 
sweetest love stories. It would be worth 
reading just for that reason, but it is also 
the account of God’s hand in the carry- 
ing forward of His promised blessing on 
the seed of Abraham. 

For a long time it seemed that there 
could be no fulfillment at all, for Sarah 
and Abraham had no child. Then by a 
miracle, God gave them a beloved son. 
’ Isaac’s remarkable deliverance in the 
hour when it looked as though he might 
be taken from his father (Gen. 22:10-12) 
was like bringing back one who was dead 
(Heb. 11:18, 19). 

He grew into manhood, and Abraham, 
good father and faithful servant of the 
Lord, determined that his son must have 
a godly wife. So in accordance with Ori- 
ental custom he sent a most trusted serv- 
ant back to their homeland to choose a 
bride from their own kindred. 

The altogether charming story unfolds 
in our lesson as we see 


I. A Faithful Servant (v. 10). 

Full instructions from Abraham and an 
oath that he would not take a bride for 
Isaac from among the Canaanites, pre- 
pared the servant for his journey. Taking 
with him a goodly caravan and rich pres- 
ents from his master, he set out on his 
journey. 

The verses of this chapter not printed 
in our lesson reveal that this servant de- 
pended upon God to lead him to the right 
young woman, a sure secret of success. 

There is much to learn here about the 
need of parental concern, and their in- 
terested action in helping young people 
to find the right mate. We see the im- 
portance of avoiding “mixed” marriages, 
especially those between a believer and 
an unbeliever. 

We see the need of constant depend- 
ence on God, for only He has the wisdom 
and the knowledge of human hearts 
which can properly join two lives to- 
gether. In our day when marriage is so 
carelessly and casually contracted, these 
matters need special emphasis. 


Il. A Fair Damsel (vv. 15-20). 

To be good to look upon is certainly 
a desirable thing in a woman, but it has 
been far too much exploited in our day. 
Notice that while Rebekah was very fair, 
she also had those qualities of character 
and of experience which prepared her to 
be a good wife for Isaac. 

She was kind and willing to serve; not 
only did she offer water to the servant 
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of Abraham, but promptly watered his 
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camels. Such an attitude of heart and 
mind is a great asset to a woman in mar- 
riage. 

She was instructed in the domestic 
arts. The fact that she had come to draw 
water indicated that, and her ability to 
draw the water showed that she had ex- 
perienced the duties of woman in the 
household. 

Here is wise counsel for the young man 
who is interested in marriage, and for 
his parents as they guide him. Let him 
look for the girl with the fair counte- 
nance if he will, but let him be sure that 
there is something really worthwhile be- 
hind the pretty face. 

No woman, no matter how extensive 
her culture or how rich her family, is 
ready for marriage until she knows some- 
thing of the responsibilities of family life 
and has a will to do what she can for the 
care and comfort of others. 


III. An Honorable Proposal (vv. 
34-36). 

Abraham’s trusted man, perceiving 
that God had led him to the one of His 
choice, at once stated his errand. There 
was no trickery, no smooth double-talk. 
This was a straight-out proposal that Re- 
bekah come with him to be the bride of 
Isaac. 

Notice that he made known his mas- 
ter’s financial position, and made clear 
the place Rebekah would occupy as the 
wife of Isaac. That is as it should be. 
There is a contractual basis for marriage 
which calls for complete candor and 
honest dealing. 

But there was more here, for Rebekah 
ultimately responded to the dictates of 
her own heart when she said, “I will go” 
(see v. 58). It was 


IV. A Love Marriage (vv. 61-67). 

Isaac, meditating in the twilight, pre- 
sents a fine picture of a man spiritually 
ready to be a good husband. He had more 
to offer than riches. Let other young men 
follow his example. 

The tender scene of their meeting, and 
of the love which welled up in their 
hearts at first sight of one another needs 
no comment. 

We do need to say that unless America 
gets back to real love marriages our na- 
tion is destined for disaster. Matrimony 
based on physical attraction, improper 
emphasis on sex, or on convenience will 
never be able to meet the stress of mod- 
ern life. Love can and will do it, espe- 
cially where those who thus love one an- 
other first love God.

ISAAC’S TESTIMONY TO GOD 
Genesis 26:19-33 


Golden Text: Blessed be the Lord 
God, the God of Israel, who only 
doeth wondrous things—Psalm 
72:18 


a of peace in a wartorn world may 
seem to be a bit out of place, but 
he assuredly is not if the peace he has 
and promotes is the peace of God. 

Our world has seen anew a demonstra- 
tion of the awful results of the philoso- 
phy that might makes right. Violence 
and bloodshed have been man’s way of 
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asserting his supposed or assumed rights. 
One could hope that we are now ready to 
recognize that we need a new viewpoint, 
that patience and meekness are not 
weakness, that kindness and love are 
Christian virtues worth emulating and 
cultivating. 

That result can come only if men will 
recognize Christ as the King of their 
lives and nations will receive His Word 
as their law. Let us proclaim His truth 
and the gospel of His grace anew, and 
win all we can to Him. 

Isaac was a man of peace. He was a 
rather ordinary man, one of the common 

“people, but his life is both interesting 
and instructive. He had come through 
varied experiences of victory and defeat 
before the time of our lesson. Fearing a 
famine, and apparently not trusting God 
at the moment, he had gone down from 
the promised land to the country of the 
Philistines, there redigging the wells 
which his father Abraham had dug. The 
result was that he prospered. Ere long, 
however, envy on the part of his enemies 
taught Isaac that one may expect 


I. Strife in the World (vv. 19-21). 


Isaac had prospered, but he was still 
out of the promised land, and while he 
was in the land of Philistines he could 
expect no permanent peace. 


We are in the world. We long for 
peace, and would throw all our influence 
and service into the cause of bringing a 
righteous peace to the troubled people of 
the world. But let us not be misled by 
that desire into the support of unscrip- 
tural and impossible peace programs. 
This world is a sinful world, and as long 
as that is true, there will be strife and 
war. 


Our business in such a world is to 
preach the gospel of grace, winning men 
to Christ, that they may become men of 
good will. Isaac was such a man, willing 
to yield even what seemed to be his 
right, rather than cause contention. 


Undoubtedly there are times when one 
must defend his name and his posses- 
sions, but all too often those who do 
“stand for their rights” have wrecked 
homes, churches, and nations, and have 
gained nothing but an empty victory. 

The peace of this world is temporary. 
Is there then no real abiding peace and 
joy? 


II. Joy in God’s Fellowship (vv. 
22-25). 

When Isaac came up into Canaan, the 
land which God had promised to him, 
he found real peace and an abiding joy 
in renewed fellowship with God. Even 
so, the Christian man and woman who 
will step out of a spiritually destructive 
fellowship with the ungodly world and 
come over wholeheartedly into the spir- 
itual Canaan of full consecration and 
separate living, will find true peace and 
satisfying communion with God. 
There is to come a time when this 
world will have true and abiding peace, 
which shall cover the earth like the wa- 
ters cover the sea. When the One who 
has the right to reign, the Lord Jesus 
Christ, returns to take His throne, then, 
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III. Testimony in Right Living 
(vv. 26-31). 

These men were wicked men, even 
speaking falsehood in their claim of 
friendship toward Isaac (v. 29). Now that 
they perceived that God was continually 
blessing Isaac in spite of their repeated 
injustice toward him, they decided it 
would be well to make a covenant of 
friendship with him. Even those who 
follow the way of war and aggression 
cannot deny the effectiveness of true 
Christian testimony. 

Observe also that by his patience and 
kindness Isaac ultimately made friends 
out of his enemies. “It is better to turn 
enemies into friends than to beat them, 
and have them enemies still.” And so 
this man with the patient, self-sacrific- 
ing spirit brought peace not only to him- 
self, but to those about him, because he 
believed and trusted God. “When a man’s 
ways please the Lord, he maketh even 
his enemies to be at peace with him” 
(Prov. 16:7). 


IV. Blessing in Service (vv. 32, 33). 

The thing to do when the selfishness 
of others is about to cause strife is to 
go and “dig another well.” If we will 
do that, we will find that God has been 
there ahead of us and prepared a rich 
flow of fresh water with which we may 
refresh and encourage ourselves. 

Isaac’s men said, “We have found wa- 
ter,” and he then named the place Beer- 
sheba, which means “the well of the 
oath,” referring undoubtedly to God’s 
fulfilled promise to bless him. He had 
found the way of peace, fellowship and 
blessing, because he had gone God’s way. 

May the Lord give grace to both indi- 
viduals and nations to walk in the way 
of Isaac, as he walked in the way of 
the Lord.

by songs in the national language. With 
the exception of one or two hymns. . 
there then existed only secular songs 
in the Bohemian language, and these 
had frequently a frivolous and even ob- 
scene character. Huss .. . endeavored 
to expel the objectionable songs that 
were popular, and replace them by others 
that. were of a pious character.’*> This 
was done by translating some Latin 
hymns into the native language, and by 
writing Bohemian hymns. “Jesus Christ, 
Bountiful Lord,” and “Living Bread of 
Angels,” are two of his compositions. 


H:s ACTIVITIES AROUSED EC- 
CLESIASTICAL RoME, who manifested her 
opposition in prohibiting preaching in 
private chapels, caused the burning of 
two hundred volumes of Wycliffe’s writ- 
ings, and excommunicated Huss from 
the Church. Later, the Church con- 
demned him to death. Through popular 
demand and the influence of King Wen- 
zel, Huss was reinstated into the Church 
after the first excommunication. 


However, he was excommunicated 
again, this time by the Pope, who also 
demanded the destruction of the chapel 
and the arrest of the reformer. Wenzel 
once more interfered, and as a result 
the destruction and the arrest were not 
carried out. 


In the year 1414, Huss was called to 
appear before the Council of Constance 
(Germany). Sigismund, brother and 
successor of Wenzel on the throne, 
promised Huss protection to and from 
the council, as well as during its ses- 
sions. Through the influence of the 
priests this promise was broken. 

Charged with heresy, Huss was not 
allowed to defend himself, and finally 
was sentenced to be burnt at the stake. 
After sentence was pronounced he knelt 
and with uplifted eyes prayed: “May Thy 
infinite mercy, O my God, pardon this 
injustice of mine enemies! Thou know- 
est the injustice of mine accusations: 
how deformed of crimes I have been 
represented; how I have been oppressed 
with worthless witnesses, and a false 
condemnation. Yet, O my God, let 
that mercy of Thine, which no tongue 
can express, prevail with Thee not to 
avenge my wrongs.” 

His priestly garments were taken from 
him, and upon his head was placed a 
paper miter with three demons and the 
inscription Heresiarch painted on it. He 
then was delivered to the emperor, who 
in turn placed him in the hands of the 
Duke of Bavaria. 

After the burning of his books, Huss 
was led to the place of execution and 
burned at the stake. Just before his 
execution he again knelt and sang some

psalms and prayed: “Into Thy hand, O 
Lord, do I commit my spirit! Thou hast 
redeemed me, O most good and faithful 
God!” 

Thus, on July 6, 1415, ended the earthly 
career of the man whom Count Lutzow 
called “the greatest man who belonged 
to the Czech or Bohemian race.’”

and my people love to have it so: and 
what will ye do in the end thereof? Oh 
ye children ... flee. . . for evil ap- 
peareth and great destruction” 
(Jer. 5:31; 6:1). 

You perpetrators of spiritual wicked- 
ness, even the Sermon on the Mount 
condemns you to wrath! For “many 
will say to me in that day, Lord, Lord, 
have we not prophesied [preached] in 
thy name? ... and in thy name done 
many wonderful works? And- then shall 
I profess unto them, I never knew you:

(Matt. 7:22, 23). 

That, pulpit saboteurs, is our charge 
from the beaches of France.

do exceeding abundantly above all that 
we ask or think.” 

A careful study of the great spiritual 
awakenings of the past will reveal one 
common factor—they were all born in 
prayer. History gives us a consistent pic- 
ture of a few earnest souls gathered here 
or there—needy, searching their hearts, 
laying hold of the promises of God, until 
at length, like lightning from heaven, the 
Spirit of God flashed down upon them. 
This is the pattern of Pentecost. The fol- 
lowers of our Lord “all continued with 
one accord in prayer and supplication,” 
and suddenly “they were all filled with 
the Holy Ghost” (Acts 1:14; 2:4). Thus 
a Church was born which turned the 
world upside down in one generation. 

Again, the place of prayer is evident 
in the beginning of the first missionary 
movement, a movement destined to send 
forth the greatest missionary of all time, 
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and to establish the gospel throughout 
the wide regions of the Roman empire. 
It is written concerning the church at 
Antioch, “As they ministered to the Lord 

. the Holy Ghost said, Separate me 
Barnabas and Saul for the work where- 
unto I have called them. And when they 
had fasted and prayed ... they sent 
them away” (Acts 13:2, 3).

IL THE BIBLE GIVES US THE 
FORMULA Of spiritual dynamics and re- 
veals the basic laws of operation covering 
the outpouring of the Holy Spirit, then 
Church history is the repeated confirma- 
tion of these principles. Prayer ascending, 
fire descending—this is the story of every 
revival and every spiritual awakening. 

The Moravian movement, that miracle 
of divine fire which streaked like a comet 
across the dark sky of a sleeping Church, 
was born among a few humble refugees 
as a result of believing prayer. Out of 
the Holy Club of Oxford, which was es- 
sentially a prayer group, came the mighty 
Wesleyan revival. Out of a prayer meet- 
ing of six Northhampshire ministers, 
gathered in the home of John Ryland, is- 
sued the modern missionary advance 
which has covered the globe. Out of the 
Fulton Street Prayer Meeting in New 
York came the tremendous revival of 
1857, which swept 500,000 souls into the 
kingdom of God. 

Time would fail me to tell of the Hay- 
stack Prayer Meeting in Williams Col- 
lege, and the beginning of American mis- 
sions that resulted; of Robert and Grace 
Wilder praying the Student Volunteer 
Movement into life; of John Hyde in In- 
dia interceding day and night before the 
throne of grace until wave after wave 
of holy fire burned through the Indian 
Church; of Evan Roberts bending to the 
Spirit until all Wales was transformed; 
of the prayer band in Pyeng Yang, Ko- 


’ rea, which would not cease to hammer 


upon the gates of heaven until they had 
a Pentecost of unbelievable power and 
breadth. 

The following notation from George 
Whitefield’s diary gives a graphic de- 
scription of the falling of holy fire: 
“About three in the morning, as we were 
continuing in prayer, the power of God 
came mightily upon us, insomuch that 
many cried out for exceeding joy and 
many fell to the ground. As soon as we 
recovered a little from that awe and 
amazement in the presence of His Maj- 
esty, we broke out with one voice, ‘We 
praise Thee, O God. We acknowledge 
Thee to be the Lord.’” 

That paean of praise was the trumpet 
note heralding a new day of victory for 
the Church of Christ, which was to sweep 
hundreds of thousands into the kingdom 
of God and alter social and political evils 
on both sides of the Atlantic. 

So we could continue to recite the 
mighty works of God, and in every in- 
stance we are impressed with the same 
basic lesson—when prayer ascends, fire 
descends and “thunderings, and light- 
nings, and an earthquake.”

Christian Counterattack, by Hugh 
Martin, Douglas Newton, H. M. Wad- 
dams and R. R. Williams. 


The aim of this book is to recite the facts 
concerning the churches in the lands domi- 
nated by the Nazis in the years of their 
occupation; there is no attempt at morali- 
zation or drawing conclusions. While this 
7, even during the days of Naz: victory 
and tyranny, was a changing one, never- 
theless its message has perennial value. It 
shows once again that the Church is virile. 
Indeed, when others succumbed, the 
Church continued its opposition, both spir- 
itually and materially. 

The book makes ced reading. While 
attention is called to the atrocities and de- 
vices of the enemy, more emphasis is 
placed upon the leadership of the Church 
in opposing the evil force. The authors tell 
of the opposition of Protestant, Roman 
Catholic and Orthodox Churches. While 
there are some statements that leave much 
to be desired (e.g., what does, The Church 
in Europe “has not become ‘fundamental- 
ist’ in any sense, but it has returned to the 
fundamentals,” mean?) ; while at points it 
seems that the authors are straining to 
make a point for greater opposition than 
the facts seem to warrant, the book does 
make thrilling reading. We thank God that 
the churches have been willing to endure 
persecution, rather than relinquish their 
right to speak on matters of principle.

search. The book includes excellent new 
pictures and a complete index. 
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The authors have obviously done a 
solid piece of work and have provided an 
attractive reference volume. It is, however, 
seriously marred by their expressed belief 
in the now discredited theory of evolution 
and by occasional evidence of their liberal 
viewpoint. We give two examples: They 
trace man back to the Stone Age of 200,000 
to 500,000 years ago, introducing the Nean- 
derthal and Cro- agnon man as our first 
“distinguishable” ancestors (p. 15). 
monarchy in Israel was necessary, they say, 
but conflict with the idea of a theocratic 
nation was avoided by “considering the 
kings ‘anointed’ [Messiah] of the Lord” 
(p. 47). Other similar items will be evident 
to the discerning reader.

The author of this work is concerned lest 
secularism dominate American education.

The subtitle, “The Role of Religion in 
Shaping American Destiny,” reflects the 
burden of the writer. He is a philosopher 
of education and an ardent patriot, capable 
of objective thinking. 

In this work the term “religion” is used 
in its broadest sense to include op ice 
as an “item” to taught in the public 
schools. The author looks upon the “alte 
of the nation as “a concern to which the 
individual would give the last full measure 
of devotion.” This reviewer looks upon 
aot to the State in a different category 

oyalty to God, since Christ taught, 
“Render .. . unto ov nag Be the things which 
are Caesar's; and unto God the things that 
are God's.” 

Since our education determines our cul- 
ture and our outlook, there ho a “struggle 
for control of education” ~. competing 
groups. As the author shows by a histori- 
cal survey, American education began ag 
religious, but has come to be secular for 
the most part. This situation grows out of 
religious competition and yg Vari- 
ous solutions are presented by this book. 

Dr. Williams believes that we should 
“utilize existing agencies.” Sunday schools 
“could be in session for a full three hours 
on Sunday morning” with better teachers, 
teaching worship and denominational be- 
liefs. “Knowledge of the religions” might 
be taught in the public schools, as well as 


democracy as an item of re oo. We agree 
that Sunday schools should be strength- 
ened; we see the need of caution in teach- 
ing knowledge of all religions to children 
without discernment; though very ra 
otic, yet we cannot put the State an 
on the same level as objects of devotion.

of Egypt, because of its rich deposits of 
sediment, mothered for years one of the 
greatest civilizations of the ancient world. 

The prophet Ezekiel, speaking of Is- 
rael’s restoration and the glory of the 
land of Palestine during the millennial 
reign, describes a river that shall issue 
forth from the sanctuary and flow down 
into the surrounding deserts. It is ap- 
parent that even the Dead Sea shall be 
healed into sweetness. Everything shall 
live whither the river cometh (Ezek. 
47:1-12). 

The apostle Peter tells us to “seek 
peace, and ensue it” (I Pet. 3:11). Spir- 
itual enrichment is to be found in hab- 
itats close to the river of God’s peace. 

Finally, rivers quench human thirst. 
There is a beautiful prophetic statement 
relative to the Lord Jesus, “And a man 
shall be as an hiding place from the 
wind, and a covert from the tempest; as 
rivers of water in a dry place, as the 
shadow of a great rock in a weary land” 
(Isa. 32:2). In the same chapter (v. 6), 
the awful contrast of Satanic deception 
through his emissaries is presented: “And 
he will cause the drink of the thirsty 
to fail.” 

Coulthard, the Australian explorer, 
perished for want of water on one of 
the great deserts of that land. Beside 
his emaciated body was found a note 
written with a shaking hand, “The last 
thing I remember is pulling the saddle 
off my horse and letting him go.
